Democrats. 


Storey Speaks in Newton on 
Imperialism. 

William H. llaker, Democratic candidate 
for Congress from the 11th district was 
heard at two rallies in Newton Wednesday 
evening. There were large gatherings of 
Democrats In Armory hall, Newton, and 
Odd Fellows* hall. West Newton. 

Mr. llaker took the opportunity to deny 
certain statements published in the Boston 
Tost whion insinuated that a deal had been 
made between the Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic leaders that Mr. Baker might be in¬ 
duced to remain In the field, thereby de¬ 
feating Mr. Storey’s chances of sucoes 9 . 

Such statements as these, Mr. llaker 
said, were base libels.

West Newton, presided. 

The first speaker was Mr. Edwiu D. 
Meud. He discussed the course of this 
country in the Thilippiues, strongly con- 
d ironing the action of our government. A 
people, he went on to say, can become self- 
governing only by beginning to govern it- 
s If. as in the South American republics, 
and everywhere else. We have shown 
ourselves recreunt to the principles of Jef¬ 
ferson aud Lincoln; we have taken posi¬ 
tions in defiance of the laws of trade aud 
politioal economy. 

Then entering at some length Into an 
economical discussion of the situation, he 
appealed to his hearers to be stable, not in 
the sense of always sticking to one partv 
through thick and thin, but in being true 
togreut principles, whether it kept them 
in a party or took them out of it, adding 
that a party might begin with Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson and end with Jetferson Duvis. 

Hie Hon. Moortield Storey addressed 
hitmen to the real Rssue of the campaign 
of 1900. Tne administration of President 
McKinley, said Mr. Storey, without con¬ 
sulting the country, has committed our 
people to an aba dutely new departure. It 
has undertaken to conquer a foreign na¬ 
tion, to tuke away their rights aud privi- 
ledges from these men who ate fighting for 
liberty. 

Here the speaker reviewed the course 
of atlairs in the Philippine Islauds and 
in Porto Rico in order to show how ub- 
surd w ere the denials of imperialism made 
by and in the name of the Republican 
Party. How was it pnssib'e, lie asked, for 
the President of the United Mates to tell 
his fellow-I'ountrymen that these people in 
Porto Rico electedtheir ow n Legislature ami 
had the same rights as those enjoyed by the 
citizens of territories in the United States? 
Why, the members of ttiat Legislature could 
not pussthe first law without the consent of j 
the 11 men whom the President appointed 
and might remove. Moreover, ail ques- ' 
lions of public fiuuohiae, such as we grant 
to our electric light and street railway 1 
companies, are in Porto Rico placed ex¬ 
pressly under the entire control of this ex- 1 
ecutive council.

Of Surviving Members of Democratic 
Cabinets Who Is For Bryanism. 

The Bryanites throughout the country 
have been .so pleased over the fact that 
ex-Secretnry Olne.v, a life-long Demo¬ 
crat, intended to support Bryan for the 
presidency this fall, that the Republican 
national committee took the trouble to 
look up the present political alllliations 
of all the men who were in the two 
Cleveland cabinets—the only Democratic 
cabinets since the war. 

There were 20 of these men in all, and 
of them Olne.v is the only one who has 
declared himself for Bryan. The com¬ 
mittee says in its statement: 

“It was Mr. Olne.v who interpreted the 
law of injunction by the courts so as to 
restrain the strikers at Chicago, a doc¬ 
trine that the Democrats have found to 
be so obnoxious. 

“Six members of the Democratic cab¬ 
inets are now dead. Six of the living 
members have come out in the support 
of sound money and the party that 
stands for law and order. No one doubts 
where these men stand in the present 
campaign—Fairchild, Carlisle, Lament, 
Whitney, Dickinson and Morton. The 
Bryonites do not say much about the 
ot Iters besides Mr. Olney. 

“In the list of campaign speakers the 
names <»f II. A. Herbert, Hoke Smith, 
D. It. Francis, \V. S. Bissell, W. F. 
Vilas. .Imlson Harmon and W. L. Wil¬ 
son do not appear. Their silence ex¬ 
presses their feelings toward the crowd 
that is running the Democracy today. 
Not one of these former cabinet mem¬ 
bers has announced that he will support 
Mr. Bryan." 

Carlisle's Prediction. 

Ex-Secretary Carlisle has told inti¬ 
mate friends that lie would not vote for 
president in the coming election. Ho 
said he was satisfied that McKinley 
would be elected, and that he would 
probably receive a larger vote in the 
electoral college than he had four years 
ngo. 

As for New York. Mr. Carlisle said It 
was as sure for McKinley ns was Iowa, 
and that he would prolmhly cany the 
state by between <15,000 and 70,000.

Surrounded by scores of relatives and 
friends Mr. and Mrs. Austin U. Mitchell of 
Walnut street,Newtonvllle,celebrated their 
f»0th anniversary last Friday evonlng. In the 
gathering of guests were many prominent 
Newton men and women and friends from 
Boston, Charlestown, Haverhill and other 
neighboring places. Many who formed the 
summer colony at Poland .Springs, Me., 
were also present the occasion serving as 
n re union for those who, like Mr.ami Mrs. 
Mitchell, have passed many summers at 
Poland Springs. 

From (1 to 10 Mr. nnd Mrs. Mitchell re¬ 
ceived Informally. Among those who ex¬ 
tended their heartiest wishes and congi at il¬ 
lations were Mayor Wilson and members 
of tho city government and tho Newton 
club. 

Mr. Austin H. Mitchell ami his wife are 
both natives of Cummington. Thu former 
was born May 28,1828 and tho hitter May 
12. 1831, llotli grew up together side by 
side in the town of Cummington nnd on 
Oct. 20, 1850, were married in the Culver- 
salist church of their native place, Uev. 
Mr. Mason, the pastor, officiating. 

Mr. Mitchell was tho ion of Chester and 
Venila Richards Mitohell. Mis wife was 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Uiuhard 
iSackett. 

Mr. Mitchell secured his education in the 
schools of Cummington and at the age of 
22 went to New York, lie became a com¬ 
mercial traveler. In 1802 he entered the 
employment of the famous firm of tobac¬ 
conists, Lorillard & Co. of Now York. 

For 17 years Mr. Mitchell was engaged in 
establishing the firm’s trade in different 
narts vf the country. In 1872 he came to 
Boston in the interest of the firm. About 
tills time Mr and Mrs. Mitchell removed 
to Newtonvllle. 

Until 18711 Mr Mitchell was with Lorrll- 
inrd & Co., and in April of that year es¬ 
tablished a place of his own in Boston. 
The firm of A. R. Mitchell & Co., tobac¬ 
conists is now located at 27b State street 
and is one of the largest in the city. Mr. 
Mitchell retired about four years ago. 

Since his residence in Newtonvllle Mr. 
Mitchell lias been looked upon as a repre¬ 
sentative citizen. lie served two years in 
the-clty council, is president of the West 
Newton Savings bank, vice-president of 
the West Newton National bank, a direct¬ 
or of the Newton & Boston, tho Wellesley

It gratifies the Committee to he able to 
report that, through the liberality of the 
City Government, much has been done 
towards the general Improvement of the 
Sohool property. Among these improve¬ 
ments, and the most important, Is the erec¬ 
tion of a new and splendid structure on the 
site of the old Bigelow sohool. This bnild- 
ing marks the deep interest which our olty 
takes In publio education. It is safe and 
substantial in its construction, generous in 
Its proportions ami attractive In its nrchi. 
tecture. Tiie children of the neighborhood 
which It will ferve will he educated in a 
beautiful and healthy environment. 

There is evidence that this contribution 
from the City to the Bigelow distriot is 
warmly appreciated by the residents there¬ 
in. Already a sum of money amounting to 
more than 81000 has been given by tiie 
citizens of Wards land 7, to he expended 
in the purchase of pictures nnd works of 
art which will soon adorn tiie walls of the 
new Bigelow school. A number of gentle, 
men competent to judge of tho artistic and 
educative values of pictures have been 
chosen and are energetically carrying on 
this work. 

There is In this city a well defined feeling 
that our School buildings should he made 
attractive, §o that the sense for the beauti¬ 
ful in form and color may he cultivated in 
the children in our schools. In response to 
this feeling nnd to the petition of the 
School Board, the city government during 
the summer colored tiie walls of several of 
our Sohool buildings, and it is the hope of 
this Committee that at an early day all of 
our school houses will he treated in a like 
manner. It may be added that the physi¬ 
cal well being of the children demands 
action of this nature, as the combination of 
whitened walls and blackened boards in 
school rooms is very trying to tiie eyes. 
The Committee believes that if the city 
government will finish the work it has be¬ 
gun, of coloring the walls of our school 
buildings, the residents in the various dis¬ 
tricts will provide suitable and artistio 
objects to adorn them. In fact, such action 
has already been taken in a number of the 
school districts. 

The addition of two rooms at the Waban 
school will, it is presumed, accommodate 
tiie locality for some years. At the Hyde 
building .extensive alterations have been 
niude in the sanitary arrangements, and 
the Oak Iliil school lias been improved, 
Tiie Committee regrets that its petitions 
for the enlargement of tiie Thompsonville 
school have not received favorable con¬ 
sideration at the City Hail. Meanwhile, 
both Thompsonville and Newton Centre 
are snfi'eriug because their respective build¬ 
ings are overcrowded and apparently there 
will be no relief until the Thompsonville 
school is enlarged. There is imperative 
need for a new school building at the 
Upper Falls, to replace the Wade school. 

Military drill and exercises in calis¬ 
thenics have for years been given in our 
schools, in order that the children may be 
developed physically. One of the ac¬ 
knowledged duties of the Board, therefore, 
is to look to the health of tiie young under 
its charge. During the coming year the 
Board hopes to be able to make a system- 
matio examination ot the eyesight and 
hearing of tiie children, iu order that de¬ 
fects in these two senses may, if existing, 
he discovered. This work will, if under¬ 
taken, be carried on under expert superin¬ 
tendence, but it should be understood that 
the Board would not attempt to recommend 
or apply any corrective in those cases 
where defects were found; it would make 
known to parents or guardians the results 
of its discovery und urge upon them to 
seek medical advice. The Board favors 
such an investigation as is here mentioned, 
because iu other cities there lias been 
found a surprisingly lurge number of chil¬ 
dren who, when undergoing examination, 
allowed defects, especially in sight. In 
school no little part of teaching is through 
the agency of the eye of the child. There¬ 
fore, it can teudily be appreciated that de¬ 
fective sight must seriously handicap a 
child in school, it is often found that tiie 
individual is unconscious of the defect 
which exists, or, if conscious that its sight 
is not normal, its sensitiveness is some¬ 
times a bar to acknowledgment, and the 
teaoher not infrequently is ignorant of tiie 
fact. Tiie Commiitee also believe tliut 
there should be such regulation by the 
school authorities of athletic exhibitions 
on sohool premises as shall preclude as fur 
as possible permanent injury to those of 
weak constitutions Children In our schools 
should not he permitted to engage, on 
school premises ut least, in competitive 
sports calling for great exeition or endur¬ 
ance without tiie Board is furnished by 
parents or guardians with u certificate 
from the family physician that there is no 
constitutional weakness in the child desir¬ 
ing to participate iu such sports. 

During tiie summer the Women’s Club of 
Newton Centre occupied, with tiie consent 
of tiie Board, the lower part of the Rice 
school building, for the purpose of carry¬ 
ing on a Vacation school. The Board also 
granted tiie Social Science Club of Newton 
the use of the Jackson rehool house in the 
long vacation for similar purposes. 

These interesting experiments iu indus¬ 
trial education are worthy of thoughtful 
attention. In these vuculion weeks many 
children, and especially those living iu tiie 
Nonantum district, or at tiie Upper and 
Lower Fails, us well us in other parts of 
tiie city, remuiu at home. Without the 
opportunity to avail themselves of a change 
of uir and scene, they are apt to pass the 
vuculion time iu an idle or unprofitable 
manner, 't has been found that when tiie 
opportunity was offered to children in such 
circumstances they were glud to uvall 
themselves of the industrial training which 
Vucutiou schools ufford. An industrial 
school ut Nonuntum, where cooking, sew¬ 
ing, sloyd und other manual courses have 
been taught, lias been successfully carried 
oil by the Social Science Club of Newton in 
tiie summer seuson for many years. 

This is tiie first jtur tliut tiie School De¬ 
partment lias in any way been associated 
with tiie work. Through privute initiative 
vucutiou schools should, we believe, be 
opened in other parts of the city where 
they might he expected to flourish. Efforts 
to this end should receive the material sup¬ 
port of our citizens, and tiie School Depart¬ 
ment may be counted upon to afford such 
facilities and to reudtrsuch assistance us 
lies in its power.

Lucy Lambert, 1". of Chestnut II 111 re¬ 
ported to Patrolman Mills Iasi Friday even¬ 
ing that when she was crossing a field off 
Commonwealth avenue, near Ward street, 
she was accosted by a colored man. He 
said nothing to her but she wus much 
frightened. This was about 8.20 p. m. On 
the next night the girl told thetaine patrol¬ 
man that she yvas passing over the same 
spot a'out the same hour on that evening 
when a colored man appeared in her path 
and attempted to snatch her pocketbnok. 
He failed to get it. but in tiie excitement 
she dropped a bag of potatoes valued at 10 
cents. When she and tiie patrolman later 
sought tiie potatoes there they were not to 
be found. Tiie girl confided in theofficer that 
she thought James W. Brown, 30, colored, 
employed as a butler by Mrs. S. E. Harry 
of :«>1 Commonwealth avenue, was the man 
she had seen. The field iu which her ad¬ 
ventures took place is in the rear of the 
Barry residence. Brown was arrested and 
tiie case was brought before Judge Ken¬ 
nedy on Tuesday for trial. Tiie govern¬ 
ment's testimony was substantially as given 
above, but in addition it was stated by 
Patrolman Mills that lie had several com¬ 
plaints from women in that vicinity who 
claimed they had been frightened by a 
colored man. Brown attempted to prove 
an ulibi. He said he was ut home during 
both evenings and went out very little at 
night. Ills wife and a colored coachman 
employed by Mrs. Barry testified to this 
effect. Members of tiie Barry household 
testified as to Brown’s good character. 
Judge Kennedy said lie did not believe 
Brown guilty of assault with intent to rob. 
but rather guilty of simple assault. He 
therefore fined him S15. 

In court last Saturday morning Amelia 
Schendi, an Italian womau of Newton 
Centre, [(leaded guilty to a charge of main¬ 
taining a liquor nuisance, and the case wus 
continued until Dec. 29. 


Whist. 

Before taking up the interesting subject 
ot the trump cull, attention should first be 
directed to the advisability of invariably 
playing the lowest card in tiie suit, when 
no uttempt is made to win the trick, and 
the lowest of two or more iu sequence when 
high cards are pluyed. For instance on 
partner’s lead of a low card, third baud, 
holding both ace-king-or king queen should 
[day tiie lower card of the two. This cau 
easily be remembered from tiie fact that 
tiie [day of one high card should deny hold¬ 
ing the card next lower. 

In the play of small cards tiie same prin¬ 
ciple follows and the fall of a five or six, 
deides tiie smuller curds. Tiie announce¬ 
ment of trump strength is tiie only excep¬ 
tion allowed to this rule. The play of an 
unnecessarily high card before a lower, 
such as the 3 before the 2, tiie 8 before the 
7 and so on, is an imperative demand upon 
tiie partner of tiie player using it, to lead 
tiie ace of trumps, if held, or the top of 
three or less trumps and the fourth best 
of four or more trumps, where tiie ace is 
uot held. 

The use of this trump signal has become 
so near a science that ex, ert players are 
extremely liable to leud trumps when a 
card as high as an eight or nine is played 
by partner on the first round of a plain 
suit. This is altogether too rash a play for 
the novice, however, who should allow an 
other round of tiie suit to follow iu order 
to watch the next card played by partner. 

A method adopted by many players to 
show four trumps is the play of tiie next 
'o tiie lowest of a plain suit, followed first 
by tiie next higher, and then on the third 
round dropping to the lowest. This is not 
un absolute demand for u trump lean, but 
the information so given is ofteu of great 
value. 

These two exceptions, each of which 
show trump strength, and one being an ab¬ 
solute call for a trump lead, are the only 
ones where tiie student should deviate from 
the rule of invariably playing the smallest 
possible card consistent with the demands 
of the situation. Any other play is known 
as false curding and while opponents may 
be occasionally deceived by such a play, tiie 
destruction of your partner’s confidence in 
your play is of far greater consequence, than 
the gain of a trick or two by such methods 
False cards are rarely used by experts und 
only in situations where tin* play can do 
partner no harm, tiie student should never 
use them. 

The news of the week iu whist circles is 
the announced retirement of Mr. J.. M. 
Bouvefrom the game, including the discon¬ 
tinuance of his valuable [tapers on whist 
iu the Wednesday Transcript. Mr. Bonve 
lias done more to advance the knowledge 
of tiie game iu New England than any 
other, and has always stood for ail that 
was gentlemunly and fair in the game. 
His retirement is greatly regretted by all 
whist players who earnestly hope, that his 
business engagements will soon allow him 
to again give them the benefit of his great 
knowledge of the game.

MUNICIPAL POLITICS. 

Although the large body of voters have* 
as yet, given but little consideration to the 
selection of candidates for 1901, more or 
less work has been done towards shaping 
public sentiment in the interests of Mr, E. 

L. Pickard of Auburndale as the Republi¬ 
can candidate for mayor. Mr. Pickard is 
so well known to the people of this city 
that it is not necessary at this time to 
enumerate his fitness for that honorable 
position. IIis energy and business experi¬ 
ence amply qualify him to fill the office 
with credit and honor to the city and him¬ 
self. 

More or less opposition has developed, 
however, to Mr. Pickard’s candidacy, and 
although it has not yet crystallized upou 
another candidate it is more than probable 
that two sets of delegations will be found 
on the ticket. 

The aldermnnic field is the scene of 
several contests. Ex-Alderman Reuben 
ForknaP. is a candidate for the two year 
term in Ward One,although it is understood 
that Alderman Weldon desires auother 
term. 

In Ward Two the citizem will be glad to 
learn that Alderman John F. Lothrop will 
again allow his name to be used, uud that 
Alderman Walter II. I’ulsifer will be re¬ 
turned to the board for the one year term- 

Ward Three's strong delegation will 
remain intact, Alderman Weeks having 
consented to serve for the one year term, 
aud making way for Aldermau Fitzpatrick 
for the two year term. 

Ward Four will prove the storm center of 
the aldermnnic convention as it is under¬ 
stood that friends of Alderman Lyman are 
expecting to send him back to the board 
against considerable opposition in the 
Lower Falls, and Auburndale believes that 
Alderman Browu should also be given the 
two year term. The caucus in Ward Four 
wilt be a warm one, and the fight will un¬ 
doubtedly be continued at the polls. 

In Ward Five, Aldermau Warren retires 
after faithful aud effective service, and 
Geo. II. Mellen is booked to succeed him, 
Aldermau Wardwell taking the one year 
term. 

Newton Centre will send a united delega 
tiou to support Alderman Norris for the 
two year term, and Endicott P. Saltonstall 
of Chestnut Hill is expected to be the cun* 
didate for ward ulderman. 

Ward .Seven politicians are very much at 
sea, as there is u strong sentiment that 
Alderman Dana should not resign until his 
expected representative duties commence 
about January 1st, and yet it is thought 
that the people should have a hand in the 
election of a successor. Legal advice is 
now being obtained as to whether both 
ends may not be served in some wuy. 
Aldermen Weed and Trowbridge will both 
be returned without opposition. 

Nominations for the school board are not 
in demand this year, and so far as heard 
from, Rev. H. Usher Munro of the Lower 
Falls will succeed Mr. Crehore, Rev. Geo. 

M. Eoynton will take the place of Dean 
Huntington of Newton Centre, ex-Council- 
man Lewis I’. Everett will represent Ward 
Five in place of Mr. Bacon, and Mr. Fred 
H, Tucker of Ward One lias consented to 
stand for the position vacated by Dr. 
Hamilton, There will probably beopposi- 
tiou to Mr. Tucker, but it is too early to 
predict the extent of it at the present time. 


Tjik congressional fight is now on, uud 
eacli of the three candidates are busily en¬ 
gaged in campaigning for votes. It is a 
foregone conclusion however, that Mr. 
Powers will be elected, and the size of the 
majority is tlie only thing in question. A 
three cornered light in a district which 
gave the Republican candidate a majority 
of nearly ld.oou iu lb9G,an<l where the prer- 
eut division is uiuong the opponents to 
tliut parly, will easily conduce to a walk- 
over for Mr. Powers. Mr. Baker, notwith¬ 
standing the fuct that strenuous efforts 
were made to induce him to wiilidruw.und 
in this connection it is rumored tliut Mr. 
Bryan himself requested such action, re¬ 
mains in the field and believes lie can be 
elected. Mr. Storey makes the fight simply 
and solely on the anti imperialistic plat¬ 
form, and will probably receive the lull 
mugwump vote of the district. Neither of 
the opponents of Mr. Powers, claim that 
he Is not competent to represent the dis¬ 
trict, and his ability uud cupuctty are thus 
conceded in udvunce. The issues are there¬ 
fore, cleurly placed before the people, Mr. 
Powers standing on the Republican plat¬ 
form, fully committed to the cause of 
sound money, and for a ooutinuuuoe of 
that policy, which has brought gviieral 
prosperity to the couutry durdug the past 
four years; Mr. Baker, representing Mr. 
Bryan's various theories aud knowii to be 
a strong advocate of the free coiuuge of 
silver, at the ratio of 1G to 1, and lastly 
Mr. Store}, who seeks to be elected on ac¬ 


count of the war in the Philippines. Put- | 
itig aside all personal considerations the 
citizens of Newton would naturally sup¬ 
port the sound money, and general pros¬ 
perity candidate, but when to these In¬ 
ducements. is added the personality of our 
neighbor and friend, who has been tried 
and not found wanting in the service of 
the municipality, there can be no question 
but what Mr. Powers will receive a natter¬ 
ing endorsement at the polls. An amusing 
factor in the Baker candidacy Is the claim 
made by people, outside of Newton, that 
Mr. Baker is to receive the support of Mr. 
Powers friends for the offioe of Mayor, In 
return for the indirect aid given Mr. Pow¬ 
ers in the congressional contest. This 
claim, it is needless to say, conies from the 
friends of Mr. Story, and not from any one 
at all in touch with the pulse of public sen¬ 
timent in this city. One other matter 
should also be borne in mind, and that is 
the very great necessity of not only re- 
eleoting President McKinley, but to also 
secure control of the Congress, ami there¬ 
by enable the Republican party to carry 
out its pledges to the people. Vote for Mr. 
Powers for Congress. 


In this city, we have been accustomed to 
a short breathing spell after the state elec¬ 
tion before entering upon the municipal 
campaign, but this year, all good citizens, 
thanks to the present cumbersome caucus 
law, must, if they desire to be instrumen 
tal in the selection of proper candidates for 
mayor, aldermen and school committee by 
the Republican Party,determine upon their 
course, before the din of the national 
eieotion has died away, and prepare to file 
their list of candidates before five o'clock 
on Wednesday afternoon, Nov. 7th. 


In the heat of a Presidential coutest the 
election of state officers is apt to be over 
looked. See to it that Gov. Crane and his 
associates on the Republican ticket are 
given a rousing majority, and do not forget 
that Seuator Hoar’s re-election depends 
upon the success of the Republican candi¬ 
dates for the Senate and House.

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IF BRYAN IS ELECTED 

We Shall Lose Respect For Our Sa¬ 
gacity. Sincerity and Integrity. 

Ry Harry Wnllorstoin. 

“If thorp Is any onr,” said Rryan in 
lWh*. “who believes that tho gold stand¬ 
ard is a good thing, I warn him not to 
Totr for mo, because I promiso him that 
It will not lu« niaintaini'd in this country 
longer than I am nhlo to pot rid of it.” 

Hr van’s purpose is unchanged. In a 
recent speech at Topeka. Kns.. ho said: 

"Since the farmer and workman pro¬ 
duce merchandise nnd not money they 
do not profit by the appreciation of the 
dollar." 

Ask the people who live in Mexico 
whether they prefer to be paid in their 
dollar, which intrinsically contains more 
silver than ours, or in our dollar. 

They will tell you that they prefer our 
dollar. 

The Mexican dollar is worth only oO 
cents, and that is what our dollar will ho 
worth if Rryan is elected. lie will order 
all payments to be made in silver, tho 
country will be flooded with a depre¬ 
ciated coin; pold will be withdrawn from 
circulation, wapos will remain station¬ 
ary. while living expenses will be ma¬ 
terially higher. 

The workman will have less demand 
for his labor, and will he paid in a 
dollar whore purchasing power will bo 
cut in half. 

Four years ago thousands of working¬ 
men were idle; agriculture and nearly 
every other line of industry had entered 
upon a long period of paralysis, bank¬ 
ruptcy nnd despair. The country was 
then suffering from the greatest indus¬ 
trial depression it had ever experienced, 
and the period from 1SB3 to 1807 was 
one of "hunger, horror and misery." 
That terrible time ended with the dawn 
of the year 1S07. Bryanism had been de¬ 
feated. The silver conspiracy had been 
thwarted. McKinley had solemnly 
pledged himself to safeguard the gold 
standard, nnd ns a result industry re¬ 
vived, confidence was restored, factories 
were reopened, wages were advanced, 
nnd the entire country entered upon a 
golden era of American enterprise. 

Today we see nil employed at re¬ 
munerative wages, the country prosper¬ 
ous, the people contented nnd happy nnd 
our Hag respected and honored all over 
the world. Shall this be changed? Shall 
we return to tho misery of four years 
ago. and to the industrial depression and 
low wages prevailing then? It was at 
that time that Bryan warned the farm¬ 
ers and workingmen that, if silver de¬ 
clined, the products of their labor would 
likewise decline, nnd prophesied uni¬ 
versal ruin and destruction, if the gold 
standard would he maintained. 

Since then, nil products of agriculture 
nnd of manufacture have materially ad¬ 
vanced, wages have been largely in¬ 
creased, nnd prosperity has reigned 
throughout the laud. 

Our country enjoys today a higher de¬ 
gree of influence and consideration all 
over the world than it has ever before at¬ 
tained. It means a large and increasing 
export trade. It means a growing mar¬ 
ket for the product of our farms and fac¬ 
tories. The moment we take the back¬ 
ward step to declare for free silver, we 
lose the confidence of the rest of the 
civilized world, and this would be fol¬ 
lowed by serious loss of commerce nnd 
export trade. The South American re¬ 
publics are earnestly striving to get 
away from their depreciated currency, 
and to rise to tho gold standard. They 
know by long nnd bitter experience the 
curse of the silver dollar. They have 
looked upon us as the possessors of an 
ideal government. They have confidence 
in the wisdom and ability of our people. 

Shall we follow the lead of Bryan, de¬ 
clare In favor of the silver standard, nnd 
thereby los*> the resect for our sagacity, 
sincerity nnd Integrity? 

Bryan’s election would bring confusion 
nnd distress upon the business interests 
of the country, especially including the 
interests of labor. 

In the contest for a sound and honest 
currency, the straightforward commou 
sense and patriotism of the people came 
out nobly four years ago for the rescue 
of tin* country. In the course of a speech 
at that time Bryan made the dismal pre¬ 
diction: "The gold standard means half 
time in tin* factories and it means double 
time on the farms.” How far lias this 
gloomy prophesy been fulfilled? There 
was then not even half time in the fac¬ 
tories. Many wage-earners were idle, 
their families were hungry. 

Today under the gold standard those 
mills and factories are all in operation 
on full time, nnd those wage-earners are 
nil at work at the highest wages they 
ever received. The gold standard does 
mean double time for the farmer. The 
people want more of his grain, his live 
stock, his wool, and his other products. 

The agriculturalist has fewer mort¬ 
gages on his land, target herds of cattle, 
greater crops ami prices of his staples 
are higher. 

Was Bryan, is he, n student of finan¬ 
cial ami industrial conditions and laws? 
Was he, is he. only guessing? We want 
not this prophet of ruin and calamity, 
whose judgment has been so frequently 
at fault, and is at fault now. We want 
happiness, not misery. We want full 
purchasing power for our dollar. We 
want good wages and constant employ¬ 
ment for all. We want an honest dollar 
and an honest government. We want 
not the owners of silver mines to be¬ 
come rich, while impoverishing the en¬ 
tire community, and destroying the credit 
of the nation. 

Bryan’s policy is "destruction, calam¬ 
ity and repudiation.” 

McKinley says today: "The nation 
faces the new century gratefully and 
hopefully, with increasing love of coun¬ 
try. witli firm fuith in its fine institutions 
and with high resolve that they shall 
not perish from the earth.” His para¬ 
mount issue is “The happiness of our 
homes, the prosperity of our people.”

Protection of American 
industries has given America to Ameri¬ 
cans and sent forth our products to tho 
conquest of the markets of the world. 
The gold standard of value has divorced 
us from Mexico and China, has placed 
ns in commercial relations with ami upon 
the same commercial basis as the great 
industrial nations of Christendom. It 
has given stability to our credit; it has 
made tlie American dollar recognized 
upon an equal value with tlie English 
sovereign or the French louis everywhere 
around the globe; it has given steadiness 
to our business, unexampled credit to our 
Government 

"Mr. Bryan does not deny the wonder¬ 
ful prosperity of our country and of our 
people; he does not promise any better 
returns to the farmer or the manufac¬ 
turer or tho merchant; he does not prom¬ 
ise any greater employment or higher 
wages to the laborer; he does not prom¬ 
ise the exploitation of new enterprises 
and tho conditions which make money 
active and capital useful by new addi¬ 
tions to the productive powers of the 
country, and therefore n larger employ¬ 
ment and a greater distribution of 
money. Tlie country is to be no better 
than it is today or was yesterday by ids 
election, even upon his own showing, 
upon his own prophecy und upon his 
own promise. 

"His position, measured by plain 
standards of business, is simply this: 
‘The country is drunk with prosperity; 
it is an inebriation which is unhealthy 
and cannot last; if you elect im* I will 
check Hie pace, curtail this unhealthy ex¬ 
pansion; my methods and my remedies 
will arrest tho disease and eradicate it 
before it lias destroyed the body politic.'

May I add a word iu your columns 
to what has already beeu said re. 
carding recreatiou grouuds for the boys of 
Wards One and Seven? That a suitable 
playground in those waids is a crying need 
is clear beyond question. Some fifteen 
years ago the boys had an excellent pluce 
where Farlow Park now is. Many of the 
older boys can well remember the exciting 
contests which took place there. Since the 
park was laid out, however, there has been 
no suitable playground iu our part of New¬ 
ton. At onetime we played where the 
IJunneweli Club stands; but that lot,which 
was then a mere hollow, was much too 
small for a playground. Later, we had to 
get along with even smaller quarters on 
Riuliairitjoii street. These are only two of 
the many illustrations which might be 
given of what the boys have had to put up 
with for the sukeof out-door exercise. Nor 
should it be forgotten that what grounds 
they have had were enjoyed through the 
kindness of private citizens and not through 
any action of tiie city authorities. 

The Young Meu’s Christian Association 
Gymnasium 1 ms supplied a great want, 
especially in winter time; but much more is 
needed. Only a few days ago 1 came across 
some boys arrayed in football “togs:” on 
questioning them I found that they liuve to 
play iu what is practically a “back yard,” 
where one good rush means a ‘’touch¬ 
down,” 

Speaking ns one who knows the need of 
a playground from actuul experience I 
cannot urge too strongly tiie necessity of 
furnishitig the boys suitable recreation 
grounds. While the ways and muans of 
bringing about the desired result are im¬ 
portant, tiie first step is to arouse the puo- 
lie to a true realization of the matter.

Probably Struck By A Train. 

James F. Henessey %, whose home is iu 
West Newton, was found about 5 30 last 
Satuiday evening, lying iu the culvert 
which runs purullel to the Boston & Al¬ 
bany tracks, at u point near Hunt’s shop, 
west of the Washington street bridge, West 
Newton.

Two Collisions on Monday. 

The early morning fog Monday wns re¬ 
sponsible for a collision between an elec, 
trio of the Newton * Boston street railway 
company and one of the city’s steam rollers 
at Newtonvllle about 7 o'clock that morn¬ 
ing. Tiie electric was Watertown bound, 
aud was passing along Watertown street 
near the corner of Crafts street, Newton 
ville, when it struck a steam roller which 
had crossed the single track. Fortunately, 
there was but one passenger on the car, 
and he escaped any injury. The motormaii 
and conductor were both unhurt, but an 
employe of the road named Riley, who was 
standing in the front vestibule when tiie 
crash came, sustained slight injuries. The 
front vestibule of the car was badly dam¬ 
aged, and the car was derailed. The steam 
roller suffered little injury. 

About 11 o’clock Monday morning a 
Natick electric cur, which was descending 
the Washington street hill on the Wellesley 
side of the river at Newton Lower Falls, 
came into collision with u locomotive at 
the railroad crossing at the font of the hill, 
.lust how the accident occurred is not 
known. It is reported that while tiie elec¬ 
tric car was wrecked, tiie few passengers 
inside and the conductor and inoiormuti 
escaped injury. 

Incendiary's Work. 

There is being au Investigation made of 
a deliberate attempt to destroy by incendi¬ 
arism the barn of Joseph L. Caverly on 
Jewett street, which was discovered about 
4.30Sutiduy morning by Jeremiah McNa- 
mura uud Bichard Kiley, whose prompt¬ 
ness undoubtedly prevented tiie ravages of 
what would have proved, it is believed, a 
most destructive blaze. 

Cayerly’s barn is located at the corner of 
Jewett and Gardner streets and is occupied 
by Thomas Ford, McNamara and Kiley 
w ere employed in a barn across the street 
and were preparing milk wagons and con 
tents lor delivery eurly that morning,when 
they noticed a tiny flume issuing from the 
corner of the Caverly barn. 

Some water was thrown which, appar¬ 
ently, quenched tiie fire. McNamara, be¬ 
lieving tire lire extinguished, drove away, 
but Kiley remained to finish liis W'or!:. in 
a short time flames again appeared uml 
after several ineffectual attempts to put out 
tiie blaze with buckets of water, Kiley 
pulled an alarm from box 17 

Tire blaze was extinguished by members 
of hose .s company, uud later there was au 
investigation by Cluet Baudlett. It was 
found that an incendiary hud Deen at work, 
who iiad been free iu tiie use of kerosene. 
There was a large quantity of huy and 
several horses in the burn. « 

During tiie investigation Patrolman 
Maurice Kiley of division 2 tripped on 
some loose boards which covered a cess¬ 
pool aud fell into tiie excavation, 10 tcet. 
He sustained a severe shutting up ami in¬ 
juries to iiis left. hum). A pliysit ian at¬ 
tended him and he was taken to Ids home 
in tlie patrol wagon. lie reported for duty 
12 hours later.

SEMI-CENTENNIAL. 


Auburndale Congregational Church Harks an 
Important Epoch. 



Church-eoing folk throughout the city 
are deeply interested in the semi-centennial 
jubilee celebration at the Auburndale Con¬ 
gregational church which began lust Sun¬ 
day eveuing and which is to continue un-* 
til Nov. 16. 

Tlie members of that society hold a high 
position in Newton ami in their own vil¬ 
lage particularly they are looked upon 
with much esteem. 

Last Sunday evening after prayer and 
scripture reading there was a review of tlie 
church’s missionary work during the pust 
half-century. The names of those who 
went out from tlie cliurch in such service \ 
were recalled, and many of tlie socbtj’s 
benevoleuees were reterred to. There were • 
remarks by the pastor. Rev. 0. M. South- j 
gate and Rev. M. C. Strong, followed by an 
address on “Development of Mission Work 
in India"’ by Rev. Dr. Perkins of India. | 

It was in tlie latter part of October, 1830, j 
that there was held a gathering of Hie i 
church going folk of Auburndale, at which 
time it was the voice of tlie meeting that a I 
place of worship for those of the Coiigre- ! 
guliotial faith hi AuLurmlale was a neces- ; 
sity. Many lmd attended services in the 
Second Congregational cliurch ol West 1 
Newton, while others had traveled a greut- 
er distance to attend divine worsnip. 

At subsequent meetings plans were out-, 
lined, and on Nov. 14, 185U, there was a 
council of churches in a public hull at 
Auburndale. it was unanimously agreed ! 
that the village of Auburndale was entitled | 
to a church of its own, and in consequence i 
84 signed their names to Hie confession of I 
luitli uml covenant of tlie newly formed ! 
church. The name of the Evangelical | 
Congregational church of Auburndale was | 
chosen und is boi ne tty tlie society today. 

Until July 1, 1857, when Hie church wus 
dedicated, the members of the Evangelical I 
Congregational church of Auburmlaio j 
gathered for worship in the village hall. It 
was voted to purchase a site for the church 
on June 15, 1853, but not until Sept. H). i 
1856, was it deemed advisable to erect the j 
new structure. Charles E. Parker, de- i 
ceased, was the architect. and tlie cost of 
the building wus about $12,uuu. 

Dunug u violent storm on tlie night of J 
March 24, 1862, the spire and hell were j 
blown down upon the roof, causing great 1 
dumage to the uoiiy of the church. 

For temporary accommodations tlie so- ! 
oiety made use of tlie hall at Lasell Semin- j 
ary. After repairs had been completed tne 
edilice remained iu use for several years 
und until tbut time, when a chapel fund i 
was raised, the idea originating w ith the j 
Ladies Benevolent .Society. Having ue 
cumulated a sufficient sum, the church so- I 


oiety voted on Dec. 6 . 1877, to enlarge the ! 
building und erect a chapel iu addition. 1 
The building committee consisted of Cupt. 
Charles E. Kanlett, Rev. Isaac Worcester 
and Mr. Nathan Mostnan. When all im¬ 
provements were completed ihe church 
wus reopened for public worship. This ] 
wus on Sunday, Sept. 22,1>78. 

After the organization of the church so- ! 
ciety in 1850 the services were for two j 
years conducted by several clergymen, in- ! 
eluding Rev. Sewall Harding, Rev. J. E. j 
Woodbridge, Rev. Charles 1). Pigeon and 
Rev. M. G. Wheeler. It was on June' 
20 , 1836, that Rev. Edward W. I 

i lurke. m-caine pastor. lie remained in j 
charge of the society until June 2 <>, 1861, 1 
w hen lie whs succeed!d by Rev. James : 
Means, who occupied tliupnipit fora year. 
After the latter resigned candidates were ! 
heard lor several tnotnhs, until Feb. in, j 
1864, when Augustus II. ('airier was in¬ 
stalled pastor. He resigned Oct. 7 , lSiUi, and 
on Feb. 19 of tlie follow ing 3 ear a call was 
extended to Rev. Calvin c. Cutler. Rev. 
Mr Cutler was installed May D, 1867. 

Upon Rev. Mr. ( nticr’s resignation in j 
1805 Rev. C. M. Southgate, tlie present pas 
tor, was culled und installed. Ik- « ecu pics : 
the pinsoiiage at the conn r of Grove street 1 
and Woodland road, winch is owned by 
the church society. 

The bell at present In use was cast iu | 
Boston, at the foundry of Henry N. lloop 1 
er, Horn wlmm it was obtained iu the | 
autumn of 1857. It w eighs 3»3o pounds uml j 
was purchased foi tlbo.theamount having ! 
been secured by subscription. The lirsL I 
clock wus placed iu the church tower, in j 
1858, but was replaced in 1802 and lss" by . 
larger ones. The early recotds of the r>un- 
day school art- not complete, but it is know 11 
that the first superintendent wus Mr. Wm. 
Whittlesey.

THE 1901 BUDGET. 


The mayor’s estimates of the receipts and 
expenditures for the year 1901, together 
with the estimates of the heads of depart¬ 
ments, have been submitted to the board of 
aldermen. 

His Honor has recommended au appro¬ 
priation of Si, 10(5,133.27 for the year as 
against the sum of 81,09*2,518 appropriated 
in 1900, and the sum of i8l,202,788.27 as 
recommended by heads of departments for 
1901. Taken in connection with the addi¬ 
tion made to the budget by the present city 
government, it is safe to say that the mayor 
proposes practically the same appropria¬ 
tion for 1901 as has been available during 
1900, 

Investigation shows, however, that such 
n comparison is superficial, and that in cue 
or two departments, at least, the blue peu- 
cil has been used with great severity. In 
the street department, where results are 
patent to all observers, and whose opera 
tions attract or repel prospective residents 
and tax payers, large reductions are made 
in the recommendations of Commissioner 
Boss. The item of $20,000 for cleaning 
streets, for example, is not approved by 
His Honor, notwithstanding the fact that 
numerous aud vigorous complaints have 
been received at City Hall all summer on 
account of the neglect to clean the weeds 
and debris from, otherwise beautiful 
streets. We believe that this is mistaken 
policy for the city to adopt Newton is 
noted for its beauty us a residential city.no 
small part of which is due to the great care 
given and liberal appropriations heretofore 
made for its streets. We huve invested 
large sums of money in macadam streets 
aud there is no question but what they 
should be maintained to their former high 
standurd. It is undoubtedly the intention 
of the mayor to have the street cleaning 
charged as heretofore to the general repair 
account. Thut account, however, having 
been reduced by 88000, we believe that the 
recommendation of the commissioner for a 
distinct appropriation should be adopted. 

In the matters of reconstruction and per¬ 
manent improvements the mayor has been 
fairly liberal,and the only possible criticism 
relutes to the advisability of cuttiug the 
estimates of one street in order to use the 
amount thus saved (?) for some other ob¬ 
ject. We believe that what is done, should 
be done thoroughly, even if the number 
uud variety of improvements is thereby 
reduced. 

The public buildings department's bud¬ 
get is also reduced, not only from the esti¬ 
mates of the commissioner, but also about 
$4000 below the present appropriation 
The needs of this department where the 
principal expenses are cuused by repairs to 
city buildings are so indefinite, however, 
that uue man’s guess is as good as an¬ 
other's. 

The fire uud police appropriations are 
left piuctically as recommended by the de¬ 
partments, although the sums are well up 
iu the thousand! 


From the list of delegates filed last Wed¬ 
nesday with the republican ward and city 
committee, it nppearsthat Mr. Edward L. 
Pickard will receive the nomination of 
that party for mayor, as his friends are un¬ 
opposed In four of the wards. Contests In 
the other three wards, are partially caused 
by aldermanic or school committee tights 
and will not in any event affect the mayor¬ 
alty. 

Nothing new hns developed since our 
article of last week, except that Alderman 
Fitzpatrick has declined a renomination in 
Ward 3, aud gossip as yet has yet to name 
his successor. A peculiar fact in connection 
w ith the aldermanic field is the naming of 
the senior alderman iu Wards 2, 3, and 4, 
heretofore elected at large, for the one 
year ward aldermanship. We are glad to 
see that men of experieuco aud standing in 
city affairs are willing to take these ward 
nominations, as their aolion will undoubt¬ 
edly tend to dignify and elevate positions 
which have hitherto been considered the 
kindergarten, so to speak, of the board. 

Ward One was supposed to be the storm 
centre in the coming caucus, but the with¬ 
drawal of Mr. II. S. Potter as a candidate 
for ward alderman, and the announcement 
that Mr. Albert Wrtght is not a candidate 
fur the school board, leaves only a contest 
over the alderman at-large. Ward Six has 
a contest for aldermau-aMarge, betweeu 
for Alderman Norris and Mr. George F. 
Richardson. Alderman Norris has rendered 
effective service for his distriot during his 
two years service, and should be returned 
if he desires such a thankless position. 
Mr. Richardson however, has had previous 
experieuce iu the city government and his 
friends are capable of putting up quite a 
fight in his oelmif. 

The democratic caucuses have been 
called for Nov. ltitb, aud that party will 
undoubtedly re-nominate Mr. W. II. Baker 
for mayor, w ith the remainder of the ticket 
au open question at the present time.

THE RESULT. 


The results of the na: ional and state elec¬ 
tion prove conclusively that the American 
people are not yet ready to trust the govern¬ 
ment of the country to the hands of un¬ 
tried parties and men. McKinley and 
Roosevelt do not represent all that the 
people of Newton desire in a President 
and Vice President, but as a choice be¬ 
tween them and Bryan ism, there can be 
no question as to where we staud. 

In this city Bryan’s vote is nearly twice 
thatlof 1893, aud he carries three precincts, 
two in Nonantum and the Lower Falls. 
For state officers the Republican nomiuees 
receive over three times the number of 
votes cast for the Democrats, although 
Turner for State Auditor runs behind 
the head of the ticket nearly 500 votes. 
For this otlice the Prohibition candidate 
runs way ahead of the remainder of his 
ticket. 

The greatest interest, outside of the 
Presidency w as occasioned by ihe congres- 
icnal light, both the leading candidates be¬ 
ing residents of our city. 

As wus expected Mr. Powers received a 
handsome endorsement at the polls, carry¬ 
ing all but two precincts, including tha 
where his opponent resided. The vote in 
his owu ward (7) of 488 for Powers 27 for 
Baker aud 44 for Storey was a deserved 
compliment to his popularity. Mr. Powers 
received a plurality over Baker in the dis 
triot of 10,759 votes and a majority of 
8009, the total vote being, Powers, 21,492, 
Baker 10,723, Storey 2748. 

One of the surprises to the political wise 
acres was the show’ing made by Mr. Bul¬ 
lard iu the vote for representative to the 
legislature. It was confidently expected 
that Mr. Dana would head the poll in this 
contest, but he fulls behind Mr. Bullard 
about 350 votes. Both have a large majori¬ 
ty over Mr. Mague the Democratic candi¬ 
date, who received a little more than the 
full party vote. 

Mr. Edwin O. Childs received the largest 
vote cast for any one candidate, uud well 
deserves the almost unanimous re-election 
of Register of Deeds.

Carey was the author of the great anthem. 
It was at a tavern iu Cornhill in 174U at a 
meeting convened to celebrate the capture 
ol I’urto Bello that the song was first 
heard. 

"Yankee Doodle” is shrouded in mystery, 
the haziness of the entire subject begin¬ 
ning with its title. There is a probabili¬ 
ty that this English country dance was 
elaborated from a Dutch nursery song. It 
is highly probably that the words familiar 
•ous as Yankee Doodle were written iu 
derision 01 the uncouth troops that were 
iu our army. The word Macaroni in 1755 
meant something like the dude of today. 
The word Yankee was used at first as ap- 
probrium. The Americans after the buttle 
of Lexington appropriated the tune and 
through the remainder of the Revolution 
Yankee Doodle was accepted by the Ameri 
cans as their own. 

The European bands tilay “Hail Colum¬ 
bia” as homage to the United States. The 
composition of Hall Columbia was written 
in 1789 and wus called the Presidents’ 
March” and would liuve died a natural 
death hud it uot received an accession of 
patriotic words, written by J. Hopkiiison, 
Esq. 

The “Star Spangled Banner” iu the guise 
of an English drinking song entitled, “To 
Anacreon in Heaven,” written about 1775. 
The words of the Star Spangled Banner 
were written by Francis Scott Key under 
tlie following uirciiinstauues: ile hud left 
Baltimore with a dig of truce for the pur¬ 
pose of getting released from the British 
lleet a friend who ha 1 been captured at 
Marlborough. He went a-* far as tlie I’atux 
ent and was not permitted to return lest 
the intended attack on Baltimore should be 
disclosed. He was therefore compelled to 
witness the bombardment of Fort M’Henry. 
In the night lie watched the bomb shells 
and ut early dawn his If^e was again greet¬ 
ed by the proudly wuving flag of Ills coun¬ 
try. 

Like Yankee Doodle. Dixie heurs its 
charm iu its music rather than iu its words. 
Dixie was written as a walk around by 
Dan Emmett. It was one of the most 
characteristic melodies that sprang from 
the epoch of war although written us u pic¬ 
ture of peace ami happiness.

Sentiments Expressed At 
Public Hearing. 


A Ward Six Delegation 
with Convictions. 


Will Give Mr. Norris^Strong 
Support. 


The Board of Gas and Electric Light 
Commissioners held a public hearing yes. 
terday at their rooms at the State House 
on the petitions of the City of Newton and 
of numerous citizens of Newt'.n for better 
quality and cheaper prices for both gas and 
electricity furnished by the Newton & 
Watertown Gas Light company. 

W. S. Slocum, Esq , appeared for the 
City, James A. Lowell, E<q , lor the peti¬ 
tioners from Chestnut fitil and Geo. H, 
Mellen, Esq., for the other petitioners. 
E. W. Burdett, Esq , and Wm. F. Bacon, 
Esq., appeared for the Company. 

Mr. Mellen opened the hearing by stating 
that the petitioners ask for dollar gas 
That the people of Newton are not penuri_ 
ous, and are willing to treat ail qua^i. 
public corporations with fairness and liber 
ality. 

The company, however, has paid 8 per 
cent, dividends for the last ten years, and 
its bonds can be issued for 4 or 4 1-2 per 
cent. It has also charged off to deprecia¬ 
tion during the last five years over 3267,000, 
and on June 1, 1000, it had £172,000 in its 
profit and loss acconnt. It is sneh a pros¬ 
perous company that the eitizens feel that 
they should be allowed to share in its pros¬ 
perity, and dollar gas can be given on the 
present number of consumers, while ex¬ 
perience shows that decrease in price 
means increased consumption. 

Alderman Lowell said that there was but 
little gas at Chestnut Hill, and that they 
want better electrical service at a less price. 
The company charges is cents per loon 
volts, net. and gives no day service. 

Mr. B. K. Hough was the tirst witness as 
an electrical expert and testified as to the 
condition of the commercial circuit as 
tested at the house of Mr. E. L. Web-ter, 
Chestnut Hill, as indicated by a voltmeter 
which was attached to the current for a 
period of days. The charts showed ex¬ 
treme fluctuations ranging from Do to iu.* 
volts, ttie normal being 104. These fluctua¬ 
tions caused the tirckeiiug noticed iu the 
lamps. 

A series of six tests made on the street 
lighting service on three different circuits 
about the same time showed the watts rang¬ 
ing from 70 22 to 78.15 a he contract caning 
for 87 5) ami the candle power tcontiact 
supposed to be ‘jr>* ranging from 4 6 to 13 2 
The tests of arc light- were much bettor, 
the volts ranging tiom 287 to 322 5, the con¬ 
tract requiring 3n6, 

Mr. Hough characterized the hou«e and 
street lighting by iucandescenis as ex 
tremelv bad, and said that the arc service 
was not abnormal. He attributed the de 
fects In incandescent service to causes out¬ 
side of the station, such as bad insulation, 
trees and a bad line. 

Messrs. J. A. Wtutman, F. W. Lee, J, D. 
Colt, K. M. Saitonstali and Bedtngton 
Fiske, all of Chestnut Hill, testified to 
the extremely poor service at their houses 
and said that kerosene lamps uud caudles 
were kept constantly at ham! for occasions 
of darkuess. Complaints bad been made 
to the company without relief and requests 
for day service had uot been granted. The 
prices were extremely high, Mr. baltonstail 
say iug that his bills had been doubled since 
the meter service had superseded the cuu- 
tract system. 

Messrs. ,J. B. Leeson, Erastus Moulton, 
Edw. E. Hardy, Alderman W. B. Trow¬ 
bridge. Arthur (’. Farley. G. Albert Ward 
ami Alderman E. W. Warren, all testified 
as to the poor quality of the gas furnished 
for lighting and cooking and the irieguiar 
pressure. 

Street Commissioner Bass ami City En¬ 
gineer Furnham explained the eoutruct lor 
street lighting. 

Mr. Slocum then presented tables as to 
the hnaucial condition ot the company for 
tire lust ten years, showing the profit ami 
loss account increasing from £ 128.000 to 
£ 172.000, capital from S20O,000 lo £250.0u0 
bonds from £60,000 to $ 510,000 and a reduc¬ 
tion iu notes payable from £81,wo to 
£44,000. with £267,000 charged off lot de¬ 
preciation. Dividends ot 8 percent, hud 
beet) paid, and the muuutacturmg account 
shows a profit in lOwi of about SM.OOu on 
gas service aud£ll non ou electricity.

SITE AGREED UPON. 

CITtRKXS OP Al nniNDAT K UNANIMOUS — 
THINK M W SlHOOl. m il.IHNG IN THAT 
PI.APE SHOULD RE ON ASH STREET- 
THEIR IDEAS. 

Monday evening nt City Hall, the public 
property committee gave a hearing on the 
question of having a new school building 
located in Attburndale. The hearing was 
granted because of a petition signed by Mr. 
George M. Fiske and other members of a 
committee which the citizens of Auburn- 
dale at a public meeting some months ago, 
chose to represent them. 

This committee, consisting of Mr. George 
M. Fiske, Mr. E. E. Hardy, Mr. Raymond 
L. Bridgman, Mr. George II. Bourne, Mr. 
J. F. Ryder, Mr. F. F. Davidson and Mr. 
William Fuller, were nil present Monday 
evening, also, Superintendent A. B. FifieUl, 
of the Newton schools. 

As the ground regarding the needs of a 
new school house nt Auburudulo, has al¬ 
ready been most thoroughly gone over, it 
wns only natural that only a few new 
points should be brought up. One of the 
most important of these was the fnet that 
the committee and presumbably the citi¬ 
zens of Auburndale, had decided upon the 
site tor the building, a matter which up to 
the present time hud caused some contro¬ 
versy. 

in speaking on this point Mr. Fiske said, 
the committee, after long consideration, are 
unanimous that the proper site for the new* 
building was that now occupied by the old 
school building on Ash street. 

This location is very central and there is 
at present available land adjoining the 
premises amounting to about 40.000 feet 
which Is for sale. We have been told that 
the land on which the old building stands 
was deeded to the city on condition that 
it should be used for school purposes. 
Should the city abandon the property, it 
would revert back to the donors. The city- 
now owns a right of way from Ash to Au¬ 
burn street. By purchasing additional land, 
work on the new building could commence 
at once. If desirable only a part of the 
building could be constructed at first. Ac¬ 
cording to plans similar to the Bigelow 
school either of the wings on the main 
building could be built. It hus also 
been suggested that the old building be 
moved aside so that the whole might 
be constructed under one contract. This 
would be the most economical in the end. 

In regard to the Ash street school house 
it is not so bad, perhaps, as some school 
honses, but it is an old style building and 
a fire tiap.

Prior to the speeches there was a busi¬ 
ness meeting at which reports of the year's 
work were considered and these officers 
elected: Mrs. E L. N. Walton, honorary 
president; Mrs. Richard Rowe, president;

Stutson, treasurer; Miss Susan A. Whiting, 
Mrs. Kate A. Mead, Mrs. Jane M. I List¬ 
ings,Mrs.E Loring Wliite.Mrs. G.II Brown, 
Mrs.Flora I).

The evening’s program opened with a 
piano solo by Mrs. Freeman, followed by a 
vocal selection by Mrs. liarris, both of 
which were finely rendered and heartily 
applauded. 

Hon, G. I). Gilman was the first speaker, 
lie dealt with the national campaign ot 
four years ago, referring to the conventions 
of the Republican und Democratic purties 
and told how the choice of presidential 
candidates were made and the principal 
planks in each platform. 

In his remarks Mr. Powers described the 
attitude of Republican uml Democratic 
leaders ami the positions of these parties 
on the three great issues, currency, trusts 
aud imperialism. He enumerated the argu¬ 
ments of both sides and told at length the 
reason for the differences of opinion. 

lie referred to trusts as industrial com¬ 
binations. Honest trusts were those whioli 
created an increased amount of goods and 
at the same time an increased demand at 
lower cost. The dishonest trusts, tie said, 
were those which created an increased de¬ 
mand, and an increased supply, but ut the 
same time advancing the prices. He de¬ 
clared that 9 out of every 10 trusts w ere for 
the benefit of tiie American people. 

The imperialistic issue he discussed ut 
some length, pointing out the stand taken 
by both sides. He said the vote for Storey 
in tills congressional district came from 
Republicans who were simply protesting 
their disapproval of the present administra¬ 
tion. The question of possession in the 
Philippines would have to be settled by the 
preseut administration uml would be 
settled, lie felt sure, to the satisfaction of 
tiie American people, us wus demanded by 
them. 

Mr. Powers enlightened his hearers us to 
the attitude of the severul states of tiie 
union as to the qualification of voters, lie 
said tliut the qualifications were provided 
for by the constitutions of each state ami 
changes were made by legislative enact¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Powers told an incident which oc¬ 
curred the closing night of his campaign, 
when he was speaking in North Attleboro 
and bad made the statement tbit in four 
states ou election day women would be 
allowed to vote, but that in Massachusetts 
they would not. At this point, he said he 
wus interrupted by an intelligent lady who 
asked, "Do you know any reason why they 
should not?” to which he was forced to re¬ 
ply, "No 1 do not ” (Applause.) 

Continuing, Mr. Powers said that a pub¬ 
lic senti'ueiit would necessarily have to be 
creuted before the suffrage was extended to 
women. He hud never been called tin ad¬ 
vocate of woman’s suffrage, but for bis 
own part hud never heard a legitimate 
argument against it. 

There was another story which produced 
a hearty laugh. Speaking of tiie framing 
of tiie Declaration of independence, Mr. 
Powers said that tiie immortal Thomas 
Jefferson spent one night drinking "hot tea" 
und writing tiie Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence. At tiie time lie penned the never- 
to-be-forgotten phrase, "all men are born 
free and equal," Mr. Jefferson was being 
waited upon by two slaves who were busily 
engaged in supplying him w ith "hot tea." 
Before Mr. Jefferson lay some of tiie writ¬ 
ings of the famous Frenchman, Itouseuu, 
whose words had been Inspired by his 
sentiments in tiie French revolution. It 
was a great display of sagacity on Jeffer¬ 
son’s part, for be won tiie sympathy and 
the help of the French people by taking 
Rouseuu’s inspiration. 

Concluding Mr. Powers said tliut there 
would be ultimately a wide spread of suf¬ 
frage when the majority of people, men 
uml women, would be permitted to enjoy 
the great privilege He was sure that such 
a movement would better conditions in this 
country uml in tiie Philippines.

At City Hall, Wednesday, November 
21, from 12 o'clock M. to 10 o’clock P. M., 
which is the last session of the Registrars 
preceding the election of December 11 , 
1900, and after 10 o’clock P. M., of said 
November 21 , 1900, the Registrars will 
not, before the Election, add any names 
to the Register, except the names of 
voters examined as to their qualifications 
since the preceding thirtieth day of 
April. 

Every male person whose name is not on 
the Voting List must, in order to be regis¬ 
tered as a voter, appear in person before 
the Registrars of Voters at a session on 
either of the days above mentioned, pre¬ 
senting a certificate from the assessors or 
tax.bill or notice from the collector of taxes 
showing that he has been assessed fora 
poll tax as a resident of the city or town 
on the preceding first day of May. 

All women whose names are not on the 
lists and who wish to register must appear 
in person before the Registrars of Voters, 
to be qualified, as required by law. Chap. 
548, AotK 1898. 

All naturalized citizens must preseut 
their final papers when they register. 

If the father of an applicant was nat¬ 
uralized before lie (the son) became 21 
years of age the son is naturalized there¬ 
by, and must present the father’s natur¬ 
alization papers. 

Every male citizen of 21 years of ago 
and upwards, who has resided iu the 
State one year, aud in the City of New¬ 
ton six months next preceding December 
II, 1900, being able to read and write, 
and duly registered, shall have tiie right 
to vote at tiie City Election to bo held 
Decombcr 11, 1900.

JULY 4TH IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


WILLIAM IIKNDKRHON, A NEWTON JIOY, 
WRITES HIS MOTHER PROM INDAN, P. I„ ! 
TELLINO HER OF ARMY LIFE. 


,Iridan, Philippine Islands, 1 
Ailg. 12, 1P00. 

Dear Mother—Here we are way out In 
the conntry again. On the night of Jniy 15, 
at about midnight, they woke ns up and 
told us we were to move to Imus at six in 
tiie morning. 

We moved nearly on time and made 
I mil* about 11 o'clock, and were quartered 
in nn old Spanish arsenal. T here were 
two companies of tho 4lh infantry here 
with us. 

We were now about 12 miles from Manila 
and expected to go in before long. But on 
the IHtli we got orders to move out li-*re, a 
distance of about 35 miles; we left tin-re at 
4 in the afternoi 11 nt.d -tupped at, lmus 
over night. We leTt there the next morn¬ 
ing at seven. 

We had dinner at Silang nnd pushed on 
to ludan that afternoon, 1 •aching here at 
seven iu tiie evening, pretty well tired out. 
With us are H and C company and troop 
I) of the 4th Cavalry. We have good quar¬ 
ters here and fairly light duty. 

It is raining uud tiie boys are sitting 
around reading, and three of them are 
singing "Only a Hard-Boiled Egg from 
Home.” 1 have iiad only one bundle of 
papers and two letters In the last two 
months and a half. 

I suppose by this time you know* all 
about tiie trouble iu China. The Dth has 
been up against it over there and lost quite 
a few, but that is the fortune of 
war. It is not a likely thing that we will 
go over as our time is too short. A few 
more weeks and I will be a year in the 
army, and 1 shouldn’t be surprised to be In 
Frisco in March. 

If we do get back in the early spring, I 
will stay west till it is warm, as it will not 
do to go east in tiie cold weather after be¬ 
ing so long in a hot climate. There is very 
little trouble over here now with the excep¬ 
tion of an odd gang of ladrones now und 
theu. 

Wednesday, Aug. 15. 

Still raining, and as 1 am otT duty, I will 
finish this rambling epistle. 1 have just 
finished a good diuner of fish-cakes, bread 
and butter, coflee with milk in it, und 
apple-sauce. And w ith my pipe full of 
good tobacco, 1 urn feeling in line humor. 

I suppose the 4th passed with tiie u.-ual 
quietness in Newton. .It was not marked 
with any firing of cannon or firecrackers; 
but in tiie afternoon we lmd a horrible pro 
cession, and it was horrible iu the extreme. 
About thirty fellows of battalion got native 
clothes of both men and women and 
puraded up nnd down tiie main street of 
tiie town, to the great amusement of the 
soldiers und natives ulike. 

In the evening we had a minstrel show at 
our barracks and it was very good for 
amateurs. We intended to have u swell 
dinner eff baked beans and rice puddiug, 
but the cook went on it teur ami the beuns 
were so bard that you couldn't break them 
with a hummer, and the rice pudding was 
about hulf done. 

If you send another box before I come 
back, don’t forget tiie reading matter as we 
are pietty shy on that now. If you have 
any of those preserved pears that were put 
up with lemon, a jar of those wouldn’t go 
bad; they would come all right if packed 
with papers around them.

THE CITY CAUCUSES. 


At the Republican municipal caucuses 
next Tuesday evening, the voters lu Wards 
Oue, Three, and Six will be called upon to 
decide between the claims of different 
delegations to the city convention. But 
little interest attaches to the mayoralty, as 
Mr. Edward L. Pickard already has a 
majority of the convention pledged to sup¬ 
port him for that office. The school com¬ 
mittee situation is gradually clearing up as 
it is understood that there w ill be no op¬ 
position to Mr. Fred II. Tucker in Ward 
One, and the friends of Alderman Norris 
openly announce their support of Rev. 
George M. Boynton for the School Com¬ 
mittee from Ward Six. 

Two contests are in sight for the two 
year aldermanships, one in Ward One and 
one in Ward Six. That in Ward Six is at¬ 
tracting the most attention from the out¬ 
side, on account of the personal campaign 
which is being conducted by the opponents 
of Alderman Norris. We hear no objec¬ 
tions as to Mr. Norris' work as aui aider- 
man for the past two years, and his ener¬ 
getic and efficient service iu the board is 
overlooked iu the attempt to create a sen¬ 
timent against him by insinuations as to 
his personal character. These are best 
answered by the endorsement given Alder¬ 
man Norris by such gentlemeu as Hon. J. 
R. Leeson, R. M. Saltonstall, Edward U. 
Mason and many others whose names 
will be found in unother column. 

No possible objection cuu be raided to 
his opponent, Mr. George F. Richardson, 
and if a new man was to be chosen he 
w’ould receive our hearty support, but 
Ward Six owes it to itself as well as to 
the rest of tlje City to seud experienced 
and efficient men to the Board of Alder¬ 
man whenever possible aud with the ser¬ 
vice seen by Alderman Norris, it will be 
derelict in its duty if it refuses him un en¬ 
dorsement.

Seond Hand Play. Hamilton speaks 
truly wlieu he says “3'he older writers did 
not give to the play of secoiid hand the 
consideration it merits. There ure more 
tricks lost by the average player iu the play 
of second hand than iu any other position. 

The correct play of second hand is the 
most difficult of any at the table, and very 
much oupends upon its skiltu manage¬ 
ment.” The American leads and the 
eleven rule gives to the second hand player 
mauy opportunities to materially affect the 
resuit of a deal, aud the days when second 
hand should invariably play a low curd are 
far behind the modern game. This is par¬ 
ticularly true. where the orginul lead is as 
high us a 7, 8 or 9 spot. Second hand hold¬ 
ing one or two of the higher cards has ail 
excellent opportunity to use one of them 
with considerable execution. With two 
high cards iu sequence like ace-king, king- 
quteu, or queen-jack the lower card 
should be played, although iu the latter 
case it is considered Pest by many to play 
the jack when holding but three ill suit, 
and a low spot card when holding more 
than three.

Norris Proved The Victor in. 
Ward Six. 


The municipal caucuses of the Republi¬ 
can party last Tuesday evening,were large, 
ly attended in Ward* One, Three and Six 
where contesting aldermanic delegations 
had been filed, and received the usual in 
different vote in the other wards. Five 
wards elect delegations favorable to Ed¬ 
ward L. Pickard for Mayor and he will be 
nominated without opposition. 

A great fight was pat up by the frier.d 9 
of Alderman Wm. B. Weldon in Ward 
One to ensure his return to the board and 
he won easily over Ex-aUlerman Reuben 
Forknall by a large margin. Nonantutn was 
almost solid in his support, and as politics 
areseriouslv taken in that precinct, a large 
delegation came all the way to Armory 
hall to vote. The victorious delegates are 
unpledged as to mayor or school commit¬ 
tee. 

In Ward Two but little interest was 
taken only 38 votes being cast, and the 
delegates elected are understood to be un¬ 
pledged as to alderman at large and for 
school committee. 

In Ward Three, the rumors of a fight 
brought out a fair vote but the ticket 
headed by Geo. H. Ellis won out in hollow 
fashion. Dr. Fred M. Lowe is reported ss 
the choice of this delegation for aldermrn. 
at large. 

Ward Four, ouiy cast 63 votes, and the 
delegates are said to favor Alderman C. A. 
Brown for the two year aldermanic seat 
aud Rev. H.U. Munro for school commit¬ 
tee. 

Ward Five, nearly equalled the vote of 
Ward 4, by casting 04 votes, and favors 
Mr. Geo. II. Mellen for alderman at large 
and Mr. L. P. Everett for tbe school com¬ 
mittee. • 

Ward Six was the feature of the even¬ 
ing, the extraordinary large number of 
473 votes being cast. The contest was be¬ 
tween the friends of Alderman A. S.

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

Readily Disposed of Budget by Adopting Finance 
Committee's Figures. 

Chestnut Hill Residents have No t’se For a Fire .Station and 
Declare They Don’t Want It. 


A regular meeting of the board of aider- 
men was enlivened by the vigorous remon¬ 
strance made by the residents of Chestnut 
JIill over the proposed seizure of land for 
fire station purposes, and was further re¬ 
markable from the smoothness with which 
the annual budget was adopted. For the 
first time in the existence of the city the 
recommendations of the finance committee 
were accepted almost without question, as 
the trivial amendment of but #200 testified. 

* The board was called to order promptly 
at 7.4*i o'clock by President Bally, Aider- 
men Brown, Fisher, Fitzpatrick, Hutchin¬ 
son, Lothrop, Lowell, Lyman, Norris, 
Fond, Pulsifer, Stiekney, Trowbridge, 
Ward well, Warren, Weed, Weeks and Wei j 
don being present. 

Aldermen Lowell and Ward well were \ 
appointed tellers to count ballots for a suc¬ 
cessor to Alderman Dana of Ward 7, for 
the present municipal year, nud reported 14 
ballots east, all of which were for William 
F. Dana. Mr. Dana was declared elected 
and was escorted to the mayor’s office• 
where the oath of office was administered 
by Mayor Wilson. Alderman Dana was 
subsequently reappointed upon his former 
committees by President Bail}* and was 
also elected the vice-president of the board. 

HEARINGS. 

At the hearing upou the petition of the 
Wellesley & Boston Street Kail way Co. for 
a double track location on Washington 
street, Lower Falls. Hon. S. L. Powers 
spoke in favor of granting the petitiou for 
about MOO feet, in order to better accommo¬ 
date the travelling public. The company 
also offered to contribute $25,000 towards 
the expense of widening to 75 feet. 

A hearing on the laying of concrete side¬ 
walk on Kenilworth street under the 
betterment act was announced and closed, 
but was subsequently reopened when 
Messrs.John H.and Sydney Harwood spoke 
vigorously in favor of such construction. 

No one appeared at the hearings an¬ 
nounced upon the widening of Walnut 
street. Ward 2,and the widening of Lincoln 
street, Ward 5. 

CHESTNUT HI LI., 

The hearing upon the taking of land at 
the junction of Beacon, Hammond and 
South streets, as a site for a lire station, 
was largely attended by the residents ut 
Chestnut lliil. 

Ex Alderman Henry L. Whittlesey ap¬ 
peared for Mr. S. B. Hinckley, the owner 
of the property, and said that the proposed 
site was extremely valuable, ami was one 
of the best pieces of laud in Chestnut Ilill. 
Mr. Hinckley owns some 30 acres of land, 
and the 10,000 feet you propose to take will 
give a black eye to all his property. Ti e 
chief of fire department, in ree unmendiug 
this site showed himself a good real estate 
man. The entire sentimeut of the district 
is opposed to the erection of a tire station 
on tile ground that it is not needed, and the 
hoard should nppreciute the feeling of the 
property owners on this subject. The tak¬ 
ing of this land would he an uct of injus¬ 
tice to Mr. Hinckley and his neighbors. 

Mr. JS. B. Hinckley also emphatically pro¬ 
tested aguinst the taking ot this particular 
lot of land, and while deny iugthat a neces¬ 
sity existed for a fire station, said that 
other lands could be secured for reasonable 
figures, and even hud land of his own 
which lie would sell for the purpose. He 
did not believe there wus any neoessitv for 
infringing upou individual rights in this 
particular case, as there had not been any 
tires in the district i'oru number of years. 

Kichurd M. Saltonstall appeared as a citi¬ 
zen and us representing Mr. Herbert Du- 
nmre-q, and said that he could not believe 
that tne city was in dead earnest in this 
matter i f taking laud on a main and a \ery 
attractive street, and in the middle of a 
residential district. People do not like to 
live near fire and police stations, and Mr 
Duiutuesq, who has a valuable piece of 
property and pays large taxes, should he 
encouraged ami mu have this objectionable 
stauoi placed within a few hutidred feet of 
his resilience. It would break up the rural 
featute-ol the district. 

Only two fires had occurred in that dis¬ 
trict lor 25 j ears in his recollection, and 
there was a strong division of opinion as to 
the neeii of such a .station. 

He urged the board to act slowly as there 
are many other sites available, ami which 
could lie secured at much less expense 
Mr. II E. Warner, representing Mrs. D. 
D. Slade, also protested and warned the 
boai d that a jury to assess damages would 
include not only the dumuues to the laud 
taken hut also all future damages to the re 
maining 30 acres. Healso urged the board 
to obtain the necessary laud in the usual 
methods. 

Mr. Fieri Sawyer called attention to the 
light water pressure in the district und 
thought if that could he remedied there 
could lie no possible need of a station. He 
also strongly protested against the site 
selected, and the hearing was closed. On 
motion of Alderman Lowell the limiter was 
referred to the committee on fire depart¬ 
ment.

BUDGET FOR 1901. 

Alderman Dana, chairman of the finance 
committee, presented a report recommend¬ 
ing appropriations amounting to $1,138,- 
800.27 lor city expenses during 1901, and the 
board immediately entered upon the con¬ 
sideration of tiie numerous items contained 
in tiie order, accompanying the same. 

But little discussion followed the appro- 
priutions for the various departments at 
explained by Aldermau Dana, who care¬ 
fully stated the differences between the 
recommendations of the mayor and tiie 
finance committee wherever any change hud 
been made. 

Hie committee had allowed an extra S200 
for clerical assistance for the assessing de¬ 
partment ; had split the difference between 
the 84000 recommended by the board of 
printiffg and the $3000 fixed by the mayor; 
had added $500 to the charity department 
to furnish the hospital wurds ut tiie new* 
almshouse; had increased the item for out 
door poor in the same department, $1,000 to 
£8,500; had omitted the appropriation of 
$208 for telephone operator at city hall on 
tiie ground that the present service was so 
unsatisfactory that a change would be 
necessary; had added a sum of $25 for 
record ink for city hall offices; had refused 
to increase tiie salary of agent of board of 
health to $1800; added $500 to the health 
department’supprouriutiou for tiie Newton 
Hospital; added #300 to the law depart¬ 
ment for expert real estate advice; in¬ 
creased the item for Newton Centre branch 
of the library bv $200, and udded a new 
item of $1 (kxi for a branch ut Newtonvllle; 
the police department was given an addi¬ 
tional $100 for incidentals, and the item of 
clerical service ruist-d to $305 from $200; 
the appropriation for puhlio property was 
increased $3,800 to $14,202.50, and tiie item 
ol almshouse expenses lixed at $1,000 in¬ 
stead of $500. Under the head of salaries, 
that for auditor’s assistant $l,ooo, was 
abolished aud the city auditor’s reduced 
from $22oo to $ 18(H). 

The school department was given $2000 
for seven pianos instead of $150o, aud its 
contingency fund increased $5oo to $l(XX) 

Tiie generul repair account of tiie street 
department was increased to $70,000 from 
$00,000, aud tiie item for trimming trees in¬ 
creased to §1000 trotn $800. 

'Piie special appropriations for street con¬ 
struction were considerably changed That 
for lieuuou street raised irom $-inuo to 
$5000; that for Cheese Cake Brook in¬ 
creased from $10,000 to $15,000; that for 
Sargent street reduced from $lsoo to $1000, 
und tiie #800 transferred to Newtonville 
avenue. Tiie items of $ho 0 euclt for Marl¬ 
boro und Arlington streets were omitted, 
und a new appropriation of $ii,5oo made for 
a drain in Tremont street, aud new items 
of $loo0 for repairing the Auburndale 
tunnel and $4000 for a draiu in Crafts street 
were also inserted. 

All of the recommendations of tiie finance 
committee were adopted, with tiie excep¬ 
tion tiiat the item of $i*un for maintenance 
of letms in the public buildings depart¬ 
ment was increased to S700 on motion of 
Alderman Lowell, and an item of $ioo for 
extra work for inspector of police was in¬ 
serted in the appropriation for the law de¬ 
partment on motion of Aldermau Dana. 

Aldermau Weed tried in vain to have tiie 
sulury of the agent of the board of health 
fixed at $18oo, and a motion of Alderman 
Lothrop to slightly change the text of the 
item was adopted. 

Aldermau Weed had fears that tiie item 
of $Hoo for repairs of Church street would 
cast unnecessary criticism upou Aldermau 
liana und himself, aud asked to have the 
same amount transferred to Hie generul re 
pairs account. Aldermau Weeks opposed 
Hie amendment, but said if it wus carried 
he should urett tiie same action in tiie item 
of $15oo for Valentine street. The matter 
was ulso opposed by Aldermen Fisher and 
Hutchinson aud wus easily defeated. 

Aldermau Lowell criticized tiie number 
and amount of Hie special appropilutious 
as being excessive, und Aldermau Dana 
called attention to the laige amount of 
drain work included in the budget,and tint 
tiie street work was about the same amount 
as in 1900. 

Aldermau Dana also urged the board to 
appropriate reasonable sums for each de¬ 
partment, und then hold tiie departments 
strictly within tiie appropriations. I'ho 
laige items of $15,000 for Cheese Cake 
Brook, $o,5(H) fur Tremont street drain und 
$1,000 for Crafts street draiu were respec 
lively explained by Aldermen Hutchinson, 
Dana ami Lothrop. 

During the discussion of the budget u re¬ 
cess w as taken for lunch, and the sewer 
committee was authorized to sit during tiie 
recess. 

17pon resuming tiie session the sswer 
committee favorably leported upon a sewer 
in Marlboro street, Ward 7, und the order 
lor construction w as adopted. 

PRINTING OF RECORDS. 

A long discussion followed tiie motion of 
Aldermau Trowbridge to insert an item of 
$liioo in tiie budget lor printing the pro¬ 
ceedings of tiie board of aldermen, being 
lavored by Aldermen Weed uml Dai a, and 
opposed by Aldermen Lowell and Warren, 
and tiie motion was defeated. Subsequent¬ 
ly on moiimi of Aldermau Dana, e special 
committee consisting of Aldermen Trow¬ 
bridge. Fitzpatrick and Lothrop was ap¬ 
pointed to consider the matter, 

'1'lie budget us amended und appropriat¬ 
ing $1,139,000 27 wus then read twice uml 
unanimously adopted, and orders adopted 
estimating the receipts lor lbol at $2'.x>,i*i5, 
und fixing tiie rate of interest on unpaid 
tuxes for ihut year. 

And the board al 12 o'clock midnight ad¬ 
journed.

Capt. John Kxley, foreman, and one of 
the staunchest members of the Newton 
Veteran Firemen’s Association tdnee its 
organization, died last Friday afternoon at 
the home of his daughter in Weethoro. 
Death was due to typhus fever from which 
ho had been a sufferer for some time. An 
nouncement of the sad event brought a 
universal] expression of sorrow throughout 
the city, and dings were lowered to half- 
staff while the headquarters of the Newton 
veterans was draped In mourning. 

('apt. Lxley was born in Lowell and 
was almost sixty years of age. When a 
young man he entered the employ of tiie 
Pettee Machine Works at Newton Upper 
Falls and learned the trade of a machinist. 
He next went with the Whittier Machine 
Company, Boston, elevator manufacturers, 
and during the past thirty years has erect¬ 
ed elevators in almost every large city in 
the East. Ho was an excellent workman 
and thoroughly familiar with his task. 
When Newton was n town he was a mem¬ 
ber of the board of fire engineers and also 
was foreman <vf and ran w ith the Mechan¬ 
ic bamltub 14, at Newton Upper Falls, 
where he lived. In 1880,through his efforts, 
the Newton Veteran Firemen’s Associa¬ 
tion was organized. He wns elected fore¬ 
man, which place he held until liis deuth. 
He wus one of the best-known veteran 
firemen in New England, and his knowl¬ 
edge of the various nluyouts and tiie prop¬ 
er muudgemeut ot the tubs wus said to he 
tiie most correct of any member of the 
league. He was also a member of tiie 
Veteran Firemen’s Fraternity Assoeiuioti. 
He lived w ith his only daughter, Mrs. 
Florence E. Berry of Westboro. 

The remains reached the Newtonville 
station shortly after 3 Sunday afternoon. 
Gathered there were members of the New¬ 
ton veteran firemen’s association,delegates 
from the New England league of veteran 
firemen, members of Newton lodge, 92, 1. 
O.O. F., members of Roxbury lodge. 211, 
I. O, O. F., und delegations from tiie 
veterun firemen’s association of these 
places: Hyde Park, Waltham, Cambridge, 
Charlestown. Somerville, Everett. Wuter- 
town, Boston, ltoxbury, and Bingham, 
together with Chief Randiett, assistant 
Chief Humphrey and others of the active 
Newton department. 

They mulched as escorts to the cemetery 
on Walnut street. At tiie entrance gate 30 
of the Newton veteran firemen’s associa¬ 
tion ladies’ auxiliary joined in the march 
to the Farlow memorial chapel. 

The beautiful chapel was completely 
thronged, und Rev. Henry J. Patrick, pas¬ 
tor emeritus of the West Newton Congre¬ 
gational church, conducted the services. 

The pallbearers were: John Hurgedon 
assistant foreman, Peter V. Hoseasou 
treasurer, F. T. Burgess third assistant 
foreman. J. W. Bailey, Andrew Nutting 
ami J. U- Kimball, hosemen, of tiie New¬ 
ton association, and Frank Linnell and 
Frank E.Hunter of Newton lodge, 92, 1.

It will be remembered that in this appeal 
the committee mentioned the important 
additions and improvements to the facili¬ 
ties of the hospitul, supplied by benevolent 
friends, which, while largely increasing 
its usefulness, would also necessarily in¬ 
crease the annual cost of maintenance. 
This increase wus estimated ut about thirty 
per cent. 

In uddition to this increased cost of 
maintenance, it will he necessary this yeur 
to provide about $3,000 for a new laundry. 
The present one, while of sutlicieut size at 
the beginning, bus long been inadequate to 
meet the requirements caused by tue large 
increuse of patients. 

In view of tlie.se heavy demands, the 
Finance Committee most earnestly appeals 
to the citizens for even a larger contribu¬ 
tion on .Sunday, the 25th inst., than the 
generous one of the proceeding year. 

The work of the hospital is so well- 
known and appreciated that the committee 
is confident that its financial needs will be 
cheerfully met.

TIIE APPROPRIATION ORDER. 


The board of aldermen broke the record 
last Monday night in the celerity with 
which it passed an order appropriating 
nearly a million and a quarter dollars for 
the city expenses of 1001 . 

The recommendations of the finance 
committee were unanimously approved and 
cnly the paltry sum of $200 added to the 
order as presented by It. The members of 
the finance committee may well feel proud 
of such unprecedented action on the part 
of a city government. 

The committee recommended an increase 
of $33,822 over the figures submitted by the 
mayor, of which $2(5,100 was added to the 
highway division of the street department. 
There can he no criticism of the sum of 
810,000 added to the general repairs account 
making a total of $ 70 , 000 , unless it is on 
the ground that even this large sum might 
be inadequate for the needs of the city. 
The other large itpms are caused by work 
on special streets and drains. Some years 
ago the city adopted the policy of annually 
appropriating certain sums aggregating 
$40,000 for the purpose of thoroughly re¬ 
building such streets us required larger ex- 
ditures than could be well afforded from 
the general repairs account. 

This policy has been continued with pro¬ 
fit to the city, until the administration of 
Mayor Wilson, when the spirit of fconomy 
reduced the sum to alout $ 22,000 for each 
of the years 1899 and 1900. 

The present budget for 1901 contains 
items aggregating $50,000. of which nearly 
$29,000 is for construction of permanent 
drains. This latter sura ought not to be in¬ 
cluded in the amount to be raised in 1901 
by taxation. The construction of drains, 
contemplated to stand for 50 or ino years, 
should be classed with the sewer and water 
works, which are paid for by the issuing 
of thirty year bonds, thus allowing future 
taxpayers, who reap the benefit of the 
work, equally with the preseut, to pay 
their share of the cost. This conclusion is 
logical and inevitable. Drain work is per¬ 
manent in character and stands on a 
wholly different basis from repairs of 
streets, which a. re constantly subject to 
wear and tear, and whose life, is only for a 
few years at the best. 

Another objectionable feature injected 
into the bill is the feeling that each ward 
of the city must have an item in the list of 
specials. This spirit is the same that leads 
to the log-rolling so apparent In Congress 
and oth#-r representative bodies, but should 
have no place iu such a fair minded com¬ 
munity as Newton. When we can learu 
that whatever benefits our city In one part, 
benefits the whole, then and not till then 
will ward jealousies die a natural deuth. 

The committee made larger appropria. 
tious for repairs of publio buildings, where 
it was apparent that the mayor’s pruning 
knife had cut too deep, and the sum of 
S500 appropriated for furnishing the hos¬ 
pital wards at the new uluishouse is good 


next to the Mayor, the most important In 
the city, and nre becoming more btirden- 
s each year. Mr. Flen has been his as 
sistant for about 19 years. 


THE CITY CAUCUSES. 


Both the Republican ami Democratic 
parlies have held their caucuses, and the 
candidates of each are fairly well known. 

It seems certain nt the present time that 
Mr. Edward L.’ Pickard, Republican, will 
be opposed by Mr. Win. H. Baker, with the i 
chances in favor of Pickard of three to one. ' 

The Democratic nnmitnes for aldermen 
at large are at present unknown, but the i 
Republicans have elected delegates who j 
will probably re nominate the present j 
aldermen In Wards One, Two, Four ami 
Six, and will present the names of Dr. 
Fred M. Lowe, Ward Three, Mr. George II, 
Mellon, Ward Five, and Mr. Charles S, 
Ensign In Ward Seven. Such a list It is 
needless to say cannot help being elected 
next December. 

The victory of Alderman Norris In Ward 
Six shows that in a campaign of personali¬ 
ties against experience, the voters of New¬ 
ton Centre and Chestnut Hill can be de¬ 
pended upon to make the right selection. 

For School Committee, Rev. H. Usher 
Monro, Ward Four, and Rev. Geo. M. 
Boynton, Ward Six, aie practically muni 
tinted, ami while the success of the Weldon 
aldermanic ticket in Ward One may pre¬ 
vent the nomination of Mr. Fred H.Tucker, 
we hope that the delegation will decide to 
present his name to the convention and en¬ 
courage such able business men as Mr. 
Tuoker to accept public office. 

For the ward aldermanships there are 
contests in every ward but six and seven, 
but ut the present time there does not seem 
to he any doubt as to the success of the 
Republican nominees. 


Tiie School Committee is proud of the 
fact that its recommendations for appro¬ 
priations for 1901 were unanimously up- 
proved by the board of aldermen without 
change, _ 

As we go to press we are informed that 
the receipts of the Wellesley & Boston 
Street Railway company for Saturday, Dec. 
1 st, instead of Nov. 24, will be donated to 
the Newton Hospital. 


City Hall Notes.

Wednesday night with a total of <51 men 
and 11 women added to the lists since the 
stute election. The number of names 
nowon the voting list reaches a total of 
57<>4 men and 5<14 women as compared with 
5143 men aud 57(5 women. 

City Engineer Farnham was the guest of 
the Metropolitan Water Board at its in¬ 
spection of Spot Pond and the Middlesex 
bells last Wednesday. Mayor Wilson was 
utiaole to attend ou account of illness.

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Assessment of Real Estate. 

The method of nf»t»e8?inR real estate in 
the city of Newton is without doubt the 
leading ajatem In use In this or any other 
state. 

It is absolutely accurate, and while ap- : 
parently complicated, is simple. It is the 
result of ten years’ study and work by 
Charles A. Miner, who for thirteen years 
has been a member of the board of as 
feasors, serving eleven years as clerk. He 
lias been working on the block system for 
ten years and it is now complete in every , 
detail, but must be continued from time to 
time to be up to date. 

Early in his experience ns assessor Mr. 
Miner learned that the method in use for I 
assessing wns inadequate and complicated, ! 
and he went to work to improve it. Only a 
portion of the city had been survejed. | 
Wards Three and Four were the first ex- i 
pertinent. Each ward was divided Into 
sections and each section in blocks. The 
The blocks took in whole estates that were 
surrounded by streets, and were of differ¬ 


ent areas. 

Each section is numbered, ns is each 
block and lot. The sections in the wards 
of tlie city are laid out as fur as possible in 
conformity with the main thoroughfares. 

Uy the experiment in Wards Three and 
Four the result was the discovery of un¬ 
assessed real estate amounting to $83,500. 
This fact aroused the Interest of the tax¬ 
payers and the appropriation for the block 
system was Increased from year to year. 

The work of completing the entire city 
began. Each estate lias its number from 
one up, in rotation, from east to west, a* 
goes the sun. When a large estate is cut 
up into house lots the number of the estate 
it retained aud the lots lettered. 

The engineer’s department made a survey 
of the entire city, and from their working 
plans the plan books for the assessors were 
made. These books are at a working scale 
ot forty feet to the inch They ure too 
large to carry around to the various estates 
so that blue prints about 7 1-4 x 10 inches 
in size, were made and they can be easily 
carried by the assessors, the photograph 
from the plan book is taken on an 8 x 10 
plate and printed. They are placed iu 
binders, each precinct or assessing district 
being together, the same being indexed by 
section, block and lot number. The num¬ 
bers of section, block aud lot are curried on 
the street book to designate the same, giv¬ 
ing the assessors the outline of every lot of 
lund iu the city. 

In the years gone by, and in many places 
to-day, the word of the owner of land is 
taken, or a guess is made. The same sup¬ 
posed area is assessed every year, being 
frequently taken from deeds which state 
that there are so tuauy feet iu the lot, more 
or less. Under Mr. Miner's plan every foot 
of land is assessed; mure, the lines of the 
lots are shown on the blue prints thus en¬ 
abling the assessors to place a more equita¬ 
ble vulue. Fur instance: If a lot of lund 
has a large frontage it is worth more than 
the same area with a small frontage and 
large depth. Thus many lots of lund of tiie 
same area but different depths are taxed 
differently. 

There ure over 12,000 different estates to 
be assessed in Newton aud there is not a 
foot of lund iu the city which has not been 
surveyed aud u plan to be found at city 
hull. 

To more fully explain, the following is 
an abstract from the Assessors’ Report ot 
December 31,18‘.)S: 

“in 1800 the system called the block sys¬ 
tem was inaugurated and by it we have 
gained a thorough system of land areas, us 
we have a survey aud plot of every parcel 
of laud in the city, aud u system oi assess¬ 
ment w hich is a very large pecuniary gain 
to the city, us before the system was adopt¬ 
ed, there were areas of land which were 
not assessed, that is, some estates were not 
ussessed for Lite correct area,some lor more 
and some for less than they contained; but 
by the block system, areas ure given as 
near correct as possible to get by surveys 
aud original plans. 

The amount expended for perfecting this 
system has been $23.81(5 72. The valuation 
ot the net increase in ureas at the time the 
different surveys and plans were made ts . 
$292,900 divided by wards and the years we J 
have adopted it iu each ward:

As will be seen, the city is receiving a tax 
at the present rate ot taxation ot nearly 
$ 5,000 per year. 

Tiie increase in value of the increased 
areas w ill in a short time exceed that 
a noiint. There will be a stnali cost each 
year to keep tiie plans up to dale, and the 
board of atdetmeu can not appropriate 
money to any belter advantage to the tax¬ 
payers than to keep this system up to date. 
The tax on the amount assessed on the 
added areas to the present lime is $29,- 

i’be total cost to January 1 st, 1901, has 
been $25,512 17, and the amount of taxes 
assessed upon the extra area amounts to 
$38,494.27, and net gam to me city ol New¬ 
ton ol $12,982 10 over the cost of tiie whole 
system to saiti date upou a valuation bused 
at the time the plans were adopted in each 
ward. Jo many instances the vulue of laud 
has increased perceptibly aud the city re¬ 
ceived tiial increuse. They now have u 
8 \ stem that is perfected and has mote than 
paid for itself and is equal to auy iu exist¬ 
ence. 

'1 lie card system commoted with the 
block system is a convenience appreciated 
by all who visit the assessors’ department 
lor information. It contains the location 
of evety piece of laud in the city of New¬ 
ton, tiie owner, its location by ward, sec¬ 
tion, block and lot it gives the grantee 
and giantor, all the conveyances ami all 
instruments pertaining to it. Almost uny 
information legardmg tiie various pieces of 
reul estate in Newton can be secured at the 
city liall. West Newton, and be ussuied 
that tl is authentic. 

City oihciais I tom different sections of 
the state liuve visit-d tiie department and 
investigated the system. Many have ul- 
leudy adopted it in part. Especially does 
tiie caul system utirucl their attention. 

Mr. Miner w ill he pleased to explain the 
method to any persons who wouiu like to 
uvuil themselves of tire same.

Supt. Mfield’s Report. 

Superintendent of Schools A. R. Fifield j 
has kindly handed us a copy of his animal i 
report to the school committee, from which 
the following extrnotsniay be of interest: 

“The number of changes in the personnel 
of our teaching force during the year has 
not been very large. It is noticeable that 
the increase ol salaries obtained by those 
w ho went to other positions ranged from 
30 to 90 per cent.” 

The Increase in the number of pupils in 
tile High school compelled nil addition of 
one teaoher to the force. It is very desira¬ 
ble that there should be enough teachers in 
order that the classes may be much smaller 
than they now are in niatiy of our schools. 
Larger school houses will help to secure 
this result. 

The leaching of English has strong 
claims, nnd we should aim to make our 
pupils accurate, proficient and finally ver¬ 
satile. 

Vertical w riting has abolished the hair 
lines and extreme slant of the old stylo and 
reduced largely the number of illegible 
papers produced by pupils. The board has 
established the work on a most satisfactory 
basis by the adoption of a single system, 
tiie one which seems the most radical, and 
at the same time logical. 

'Hie list of text and reference books for 
selection by| teachers has been re 1 need 
w ithin n year from 283 to 1(59, und it is still 
too large. 

The study of Latin In grammar schools 
has been reduced to the latter half of the 
} ear only, and a beginners’ class iti the 
High school is recommended. 

hewing has been taken out of the prim¬ 
ary grades with approval of parents uud 
teaohers. 

New arrangements have been perfected 
w ith the board of health relative to notifi¬ 
cation of contagious diseases, and parents 
may rest assured that pupils will be pro¬ 
tected better than ever before against ex¬ 
posure in school to contagious disease. 

The experiment of single session in the 
Bigelow school is commented upon, but 
without recommendation. 

The decoration of school rooms is en- 
couraged and the High and Bigelow work 
in this direction is approved. 

Tiie teacheis’ meetings ure approved 
w hen speakers are secured on topics of 
greatest interest und importance to all 
school people. 

The storm signals’ rule has been liberally 
Interpreted, especially during those periods 
when there was an uuusuai aiuouut of sick¬ 
ness among children. 

The evening schools have been main¬ 
tained as in the past, but lmve not been 
very much appreciated by those for whose 
benefit they are conducted. 

The need of additional appropriations for 
school incidentals is urged, und truancy 
lms been substantially reduced by the 
efforts of the truant officer. 


The Massachuselts Commissioners. 

(Vicksburg Miss. Herald.) 

Massachusetts commission composed of 
Gen. Nat. Wales, formerly of the thirty- 
tilth infantry; Maj. .Seth A. Ranlett, of 
thirty sixth, und Capt. Henry S. Braden of 
twenty-ninth Massachusetts iufantry, went 
out with Capt. Rigby to the neighborhood 
ot Oak Ridge, in order to pick up as near 
as possible the positions occupied by their 
commands, which formed part of the ninth 
corps of Gen. Rurnsidc. These gentlemen 
w ere seated in the lobby of The Carrol I 
last uight when a reporter approaehed. und 
was cordially greeted. These veterans 
from Massachusetts seemed disinclined to 
talk lor publication, particularly as their 
first duty is to report to the governor of 
Massachusetts. 

Enough was gathered, however, in casual 
conversation to enable the newspaper man 
to infer that tlie gentlemen of tiie commis¬ 
sion ute evidently in favor of the plans of 
(.’apt. Rigby and the commission, to cen¬ 
tralize the monuments or command memo¬ 
rial.-, as far as possible. The idea seems to 
he to place the monuments to be erected by 
Massachusetts, on the plateau upon which 
was located the headquarters during the 
siege. The commission of course has not 
had a conference as yet to decide what form 
its report will take. It is evident though 
that they are entirely iu accord with the 
views of the park commission. 

Ah was stated before the tiiree regiments 
of Massachusetts troops were not on the 
investment line at all, but were thrown out 
to guard the investing line from the expect¬ 
ed reur or tl ink attack by Gen. Johnstone. 
These formed part of the corps command¬ 
ed by Gen, Burnside. 

As Capt. Rigby states the most appropri¬ 
ate way to commemorate these troops is by 
locating the monuments ou the spot occu¬ 
pied by the commanding general’s quarters. 

Capt. Rigby expresses gratification at the 
visit of Gen. Wales und his eo commission¬ 
ers, and is hopeful thut great benefit to the 
park uud that a furtherance of tiie commis 
sion’s plans in a most substantial way w ill 
result. The gentlemen themselves were 
gratified us a result of their long day’s 
dt i\e and to be able to go over in fancy the 
stirring times of 1833.

A special 
class for teachers will be formed, and ar¬ 
rangements made for private lessons, if do- 
siied, iu the afternoon.—From Exchange.

Ensign for the same office. Again the 
Republicans have nominated Mr. C. S. En¬ 
sign to till the unexpired term of one year 
of Alderman William F. Dana, resigned.

Street Railway Watters. 

As announced last week the new branch 
of tlu> Newton Street Railway Company 
fiom Newtonville »ounre to Waltham via 
Walnut,Crafts and N altham streets opened 
last Saturday morning. Vestibule cars are 
run and already the benefits of the line 
have been demonstrated. 

The Board of Aldermen of Walthnm has 
taken definite action In the street railway 
war w hich lias been raging in that city for 
several months, by granting a location for 
a second track on Main street to the Wal¬ 
tham Street Railway company and giving 
the Newton Street Railway leave to with¬ 
draw. The franchise has many restric¬ 
tions however, the most important being 
a payment of $15,<XX) for tire paving of the 
street with vitrified brick. The Newton 
company w ill be grunted the right to use 
the track. 

The Waltham Street Railway oompntiy 
has manylNewtnn gentlemen as stockhuld 
ers and Mr. Fred C. Hinds of Newton- 
ville is president. The Waltlmm Evening 
News says that when the system contem¬ 
plated by the Waltlmm Street Railway Co., 
is completed it will he one of the finest ami 
most extensive in the state of Ma<tuiohu- 
setts. There will be a complete and con¬ 
tinuous connection from Watertown and 
Newton to Wellesley and at the latter place 
the ears will connect at the old Worcester 
turnpike with the line of the Boston it 
Worcester Street Railway Co, making it 
possible to go from Waltham to Worcester 
with only one ehuuge of cars. 

At the next meeting of the Weston se¬ 
lectmen the application of the Waltham 
Street Railway for a franchise through 
that town will come up and it now appears 
niacticnllv certain that the privilege will 
be uranted. 

In addition to the connections mentioned 
the company proposes to build tracks from 
Walthum to Belmont and through to Ar¬ 
lington where It will touch the Boston Ele¬ 
vated system, providing the necessary 
franchises are granted, as now seems likely. 
Altogether it will constitute u main moth 
system of tracks. 

The Board of Selectmen of Watertown, 
on Friday evening lust, voted to allow the 
Newton Street Railway company to double 
truck Main street us fur as the Stute high¬ 
way.

Whist. 


Third Hand Play. As the pnrtnor of the 
original leader, third hand on taking the 
lead,must either approve the plan indicated 
by hi* partner or Initiate one of his own. 
The old books advocated the opening of 
one’s own suit, no matter as to its value, 
and overlooked the valuable fact that the 
original suit is one round nearer establish¬ 
ment than that still unopened. Modern 
writers, however, advise the immediate 
return of partner's suit, unless third hand 
deems it advisable to open trumns, or Ins, 
a suit of his own practically established 1 
such as suits headed with ace king or king 
queen. With these two exceptions, third 
hand should return the highest of two re¬ 
maining, and the lowest of throe or more 
remaining of his partner's suit. On nil 
original lead third hand should be al¬ 
lowed but one finesse—that of queeu-from 
queen-ace-holdiug, any other finesse is 
unjustifiable on a low card led by part¬ 
ner. On high card leads, third hand 
should carefully oonsider the probabilities 
of blocking partners suit, aud should if 
necessary cover the lead of a king queen 
or jack, with the ace, if the number of 
cards in suit justifies siuli play. For ex¬ 
ample, with ace jack and one low, on a 
king led, third hand should win with the 
ace,and immediately return the j iok. With 
ace, juck aud two or more low, it Is not 
necessary to make such a play. On a jack 
lead, third hand should play the ace, from 
any number under live. The possibilities 
of blocking partners suit should always be 
borne in mind when four or more aro held. 
On high card leads, this can be prevented 
by playing the third best, and holding up 
the lowest card of all until the third or 
fourth round. Holding four ami wishing 
to call for trumps and unblocked ut tlie 
same time, third hand should play the 
second best, and retuin the fourth best 
until the last round. 

At the rooms of the American Whist 
Chib last Monday evening the fourth mutch 
for combination pairs was played. The 
Hunnewell olub making top score for the 
evening with 25 points to kg credit.

THE BOSTON CAUCUS LAW. 


Special caucuses have been called by the 
Republican Ward and City Committee for 
December 4th, on petition of fifty and 
more voters, to take action on the revoca¬ 
tion of the Boston caucus law.uuder which 
we are now acting. 

While the Australian ballot feature of 
this aot has its attractions for many, yet 
the other objectionable features of the law, 
more than counteract that advantage. In 
warm contests, like that experienced last 
week in Ward 0, many more votes can be 
cast, than under the old system of a town 
meeting caucus, with its tedious debates. 
Cambridge is evidently to try tlie method 
of nominating candidates by nomination 
papers and abolishing municipal caucuses, 
and very much can be said in favor of such 
a plan, although the advocates of party 
labels would oppose it. It has beet) sug¬ 
gested that if nominations could be made 
directly by the caucus, instead of through 
delegates that a long step would be taken 
towards simplifying the political machin¬ 
ery. The present delegate and convention 
system is complicated, unnecessary and 
nine times out of teu fails to crystalize the 
wishes of the voter. For instance, at the 
municipal caucus in Ward One, a voter 
who wished to help nominate Mr. Wel¬ 
don as an alderman and Mr. Tucker for 
school committee, found himself obliged to 
vote for oiie and against the other- If 
there had been rival candidates for the 
mayoralty the situation would have been 
still more complicated. This condition of 
affairs would be ludicrous, if It was not so 
serious. We have gone daft on the repre 
seutative system of government. We 
choose a President through tiie electoral 
college; we resign the government of states 
and cities to legislatures ami boards of 
aldermen, and we finally even delegate the 
o'toice of these legislators and aldermen to 
conventions. What is needed is the aboli¬ 
tion of political conventions with their 
opportunities for deals, trades and corrup 
lion, and have nominations for all offices 
made directly In the caucus by an Austra¬ 
lian ballot. Go even farther thau this, and 
call the caucus of all political parties for 
the same day and place, bring iu the elec¬ 
tion machinery of ballot box, voting list, 
polling booths and paid caucus officers, and 
g ve each man as he steps to the desk a 
Republican, Democratic or any other kind 
of a ballot he chooses, and let the candi¬ 
date receiving the most votes for each par 
tiuular ofHee be the party nomiuees at the 
election to follow. 

To return to the question now at issue 
we are in favor of revoking the present 
cumbersome, expensive uud inadequate 
caucus law, with a mental reservation that 
strong efforts for direct uuucus nominations 
through an Australian ballot will immedi¬ 
ately follow. 


Wright, the nominee, is a successful busi¬ 
ness man and will undoubtedly mnke a 
good member of the board. Mr. Abbott 
Bassett, the nominee from Ward Two is 
well known as the genial secretary of the 
L A. W. and will enliven the meetings of 
the hoard. 

U. Mnnro from Ward Four, the 
rector of St. Mary’s church at the Lower 
Falls, lias had previous experiences in the 
board, and Rev. George M. Boynton, 1>. IV, 
of Ward Six is well known ns the general

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS 

The special committee of the School 
Board seems to recognize the fact that the 
only way to prevent the admission to 
school of children suffering with contagious 
diseases, is by constant medical inspection. 
The suggestion that the Boston method of 
daily supervision of each school by a in«di- 
cal Inspector be followed In this city, Is 
one which was thoroughly considered by n 
former Board of Health and found to be 
Inexpedient on account of the cost. 

An effective and nt the same time inex¬ 
pensive method of accomplishing the same 
result was that suggested by the health de¬ 
partment at that time, viz: that all children 
should present a medical certificate from 
either the family or city physician, before 
being admitted to school after an absence 
occasioned by sickness. Suoh a plan would 
protect the schools at a minimum of ex¬ 
pense. _

The committee closed its report suggest¬ 
ing that districts be established and 
physicians appointed to visit the schools 
each day. The committee’s report was re¬ 
ceived and accepted and the superintendent 
authorized to take appropriate action. 

The board appointed Grace B. Clough an 
assistant in the High school at a salary of 
8650 and Madeline P. Thurston and Mar¬ 
garet L Sheridan assistants in the Bigelow 
nt salaries of $650 and $600 respectively. 
The resignation of Lucy M. Morrill, an 
assistant tn the Wade school, was accepted. 

The committee on sohoolhouses which 
has been considering, at the city govern¬ 
ment’s request, the advisability of pur¬ 
chasing land for a school house on Manet 
road.

There are lonely aged people, some sup- 
ported partly by the city, some wholly by j 
somepiivate charity, for whom when one 
source falls the Associated Charities must i 
look up another. 

A little girl was once reported to our | 
agent by the city almoner, who thought it i 
a pity that she should be tnken to the poor I 
house. She had spent one or two nights 
crouching on the piazza of a house to which 
her last remaining relative, a sick woman, 
had gone, but where she had been refused 
admission. Through this society her hoard 
was paid until she was placed in n family 
of a lady who trained her In housework. 
She is now in a w ell paid position in a 
good home. Our ngent is trying at the 
present time to do much the same tiling 
for an older girl. 

Sometimes the appeal is for material aid, 
in which case, if such aid seems quite the 


neetton or if any member of the family be¬ 
longs to any benefit organization, or, as a 
last resort, if it seems a ease for private 
rather than public charity, makesau appeal 
to one of the few benevolent individuals In 
tlie city who has authorized him to call 
upon her for food or fuel. 

Among the hundreds of families on our 
records there are more than a few chronic 
cases of drunkardness, beggary and evil 
living, to whom we believe it right that no 
material aid outside of some public Institu¬ 
tion should be given, and it is because so 
many oi these cases, thoroughly well 
known to us, are reported hikI re-reported 
to us that the remark Is so often henrd, 
’’Associated Charities do not do any¬ 
thing.” It is significant, however, that 
tills is never said by any of the people of 
ail sorts and conditions who are in the 
habit of calling at our office for one pur¬ 
pose or another. 

The direotors feel certain that they have 
but to mnke known the needs of the asso¬ 
ciation to receive an adequate response 
Irom the generous public of Newton. They 
recognize the many culls for charity by the 
organizations well worthy of -upport; it is 
the province of the Associated Charities to 
assist all and to make the work of each 
more effective to the end that every case 
worthy of assistance shall receive it 
promptly and from the proper source. Now 
then that it endeavors to lessen the need 
for nid by helping men ami women to be¬ 
come self supporting, thus Increasing the 
funds available for those who necessity 
are to compel to rely on financial assist¬ 
ance.

out. 

Within a year or two, however, many of 
its firm friends and generous contributors 
have died. It is its misfortune that to only 
one of these has it occurred to remember 
the organization in his will. 

During the last few years, also, new in¬ 
stitutions have been established in the city, 
depending upor. the community for the 
means to carry on their work. Of these 
the Home for Aged People might not yet 
have been an established institution had it 
not been for the rnemoriat presented to the 
City Council by the Associated Churities, 
calling attention to the bequest that had 
been made for the purpose. 

For all these reasons the Society finds 
itself now, for the first time, without the 
ready money to meet its monthly expenses, 
and it feels compelled to appeul to the com¬ 
munity for renewed contributions. 

Our work is not perfect. Wo do not ac¬ 
complish all that we see might be done. 
We have but one puid officer whose work 
must come within the limits of one human 
being. This agent muuuges a provident 
brunch, un employment bureau, a penny 
savings system, besides tHe registration, 
the investigation aud the consultation with 
friendly visitors, which is the legitimate 
work of the Associated Charities. 

We have in our office the records and 
histories of nearly u thousand families who 
have been brought to our uotica us in one 
way or another requiring our uid. These 
records are confidentially kept, but are at 
1 the service of any one desirous of giving 
discriminating uid to uny ot those families. 

Sometimes the appeal is for work. This 
cannot always bo found. There is not a 
L , ‘ free employment agency in tlie country 
tliut finds work for more than one in three 
of its applicants. We find it, however, in 
some cases, even for tlie unskilled. A most 
forlorn, though not uneducated girl, who 
seemed uu almost hopeless case through 
her luck of self confidence, was helped into 
a niche which she filled witti comfort to 
herself and her employer. A young woman 
came into the office lately to thunk our 
agent for the start that lie gave her seven 
years ago. T here aie widows straggling to 
bring up children who tely upon our ollico 
to help them to new places whenever work 
fails.
